Envious Italians Cause a Little Unpleas- 
antness — Rush of a Sinking Ferry 
Boat Loaded with Passengers for Its

New York, Sept. 16.—[Special.]—A little 
bit of land upon the continent that Christo- 
pher Columbus discovered, set aside for a 
monument m his honor, was crowded with 
the descendants of his contemporaries this 
afternoon, and with true Italian gayety, with 
the music of bands and with the red, hte, 
and green flag of Italy twined in the Stars 
and Stripes, the corner-stone of the monu- 
ment was laid. A grand stand had been 
erected at the circle at Fifty-ninth street and 
Eighth avenue, where for some weeks the 
foundations for the shaft, which is to be sur- 
mounted by the statue of the great Geneva 
voyager, have been in process of build- 
ing.

The Democratic Committee Asks for In- 
formation and Fails to Get It—Some Hot 
Passages with Little Satisfaction to Any 
of Those Concerned—Indiana Demo- 
crats May Defy the Supreme Court if 
Beaten on Reapportionment—Chairman 
Harrity Wants to Fight to Divide West- 
ern States. 

Aupany, N. I., Sept. 16.—[Spscial. |— 
Another sensation equal to that caused by the 
publication of the report of Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics Charles Peck, in which he 
showed that the McKinley tariff had materially 
improved manufacturing and resulted in in- 
creased wages, was brought about this 
evening upon the fact becoming 
known that Police Justice Guttman 
had issued a warrant for the arrest of Com- 
missioner Peck, charging him with destrey- 
ing official records of his office by burning. 
District-Attorney Eaton, who was a Repub- 
lican up to eight years ago, when he flopped 
over to Cleveland, went before Police Justice 
Guttman today in preference to presenting 
the matter to the grand jury, and had an in- 
vestigation to ascertain whether a crime had 
been committed. The investigation was held 
behind closed doors. 

A servant girl in the house No. 27 Hawk 
street, in which Mr. Peck has apartments, told 
a friend that she nad overheard a clerk of 
Mr. Peck’s bargain with William J. Denni- 
son, the japitor, to burn up a lot of papers 
that Mr. Peck did not want for $2. This 
friend told Norton Chase, the head of 
the mugwumps here. He and the Dis- 
trict-Attorney proceeded to the house 
today and secured the unburned remnants 
from the heater. These proved to be 
answers of manufacturers to the questions 
asked by Mr. Peck as to the result of the Mc- 
Kinley law on manufacturing. Justice Gutt- 
man took an affidavit by Dennison and then 
issued the warrant. Mr. Peck would say noth- 
ing tonight under advice of his counsel. Mr. 
Peck’s friends, however, say that under the 
code the replies from firms are not records of 
the office, but are simply private communica- 
tions upon which an official bases his report. 
An official record is a document which by law 
has to be filed. . 

How the Papers Were Destroyed. 

The facts secured from Mr. Dennison are 
that two weeks ago an expressman brought 
about twenty-five packages, each about two 
feet long, a foot high, and a foot wide, to the 
house where Mr. Peck boards, and he and a 
man who was with him carried them 
up to the rooms of Mr. Peck, and 
they were afterwards stored in the pri- 
vate bathroom. The packages remained 
there until last Sunday. In the afternoon of 
that day Mr. Rodgers told Janitor Dennison 
he wanted to have the contents of the pack- 
ages burned in the house furnace that night. 
Mr. Dennison said that that was his night 
off, when Mr. Rodgers gave him $2 to 
do the work. He consented, and short- 
ly after 6 o’cluck that night Mr. 
Dennison carried the packages down to the 
cellar from Mr. Peck’s bathroom, and start- 
ing a fire in the furnace kept feeding it stead- 
ily with the contents of the packages until 
twenty minutes to3o’clock Monday morn- 
ing. Some of the packages were thrown in 
the vault, but most of them were burned. 

Nearly all of the paper burned was blue 
sheets, which were of the same color and size 
as those sent out to manufacturers asking for 
returns on the effect of the tariff. Norton 
Chase said after the warrants had been issued 
that he had proof that if not all part of the 
tariff circulars received by Mr. Peck for his 
report had been burned. 

The Special Committee on the Ground. 

The special committee of the Democratic 
National committee which was appointed to 
investigate Mr. Peck’s record came here to- 
day. It consisted of E. Ellery Anderson, E. 
F. McSweeney, G. Schoenhof, and Olson 
Smith. A demand was made on Mr. Peck to 
see the original reports which he received. 
This was denied several times by Mr. Peck, 
who said thatthe transcripts of the reports 
were available to any one at anytime. Mr. 
Smith acted as spokesman, and when Mr. 
Anderson interrupted Commissioner Peck 
said that if Mr. Anderson did not keep quiet he 
would refuse to have anything to do with 
the committee. He would not recognize Mr. 
Anderson in any way. Finally Mr. Smith 
read a list of questions regarding the prepa- 
ration of the tariff report, which, he said, if 
answered, would satisfy the committee. Mr. 
Peck said most of the questions could be an- 
swered bya reference to his report; but he 
himself volunteered no answer to any of the 
questions. 

The discussion at times was sharp and Mr. 
Anderson once called Mr. Peck an imperti- 
nent cuss’’ because he would not give him 
any satisfactory reply or listen to his ques- 
tions. When the committee had ceased to 
catechise Mr. Heck he asked: What has 
created so much interest in my reports? Is it 
because of the great prosperity of the State 
that you wish to decry the figures in it, or do 
you think the country is prospering too well 
under the new tariff ?’’ 

To this Mr. Smith replied: “Itis not the 
tariff, but the ingenuity of the people of this 
State that is responsible for the great pros- 
perity.”’ 

Then Mr. Peck fired this question: Why 
don’t you attack the report of Commissioner 
Peele of Indiana? It is made up the same as

Kolb Discussed the Fraud. 


Gov. Kolb, as he is called by his intimates, 
made an extended speech today in the conven- 
tion just previous to the adjournment in 
which he referred in detail to the fraud per- 
petrated at the late election. He discussed 
the matter county by county and called up 
representatives from the various bailiwicks to 
sudstantiate his statements, which were, 
moreover, indorsed by affidavit. In Mont- 
gomery County, he said, not exceeding 4,000 
votes were polled and he had a majority of 
1,500, yet in the revised returns they gave his 
distinguished opponent 6,254 majority. In 

Deeploam Kolb had 308 votes, Jones 27. The 
returns showed a reversal of the figures. At 
McGee’s Switch Kolb had 375 votes and Jones 
80. The returns gave Jones a majority of 500. 
An examination of the poll sheets was re- 
quested some days after the election, and they 
were found to be missing from the County 
Court House. The Clerk in explanation said 
that the rats had eaten them up. 

A partial poll list has been saved and it 
showed that the votes were recorded of peo. 
ple who had been along time dead. An ext 
Sheriff of Montgomery County during his 
term of office eight or ten years ago had killed 
a colored man, yet the poll list showed that this 
same colored man had voted election day. In 
the Town of Montgomery 2,561 votes were 
said to be polled, of which Jones got a large 
majority. He had evidence to show there 
were not 1,500 votes in thecity. The same 
condition of affairs existed in Dallas County, 
the largest in the Black Belt. Jones received 
6,100 majority, while Kolb had testimony that 
he was in the majority by 3,000. Ata pre- 
cinct adjoining Selma a supplementary tally 
sheet had been kept, which showed that 535 
Kolb votes went into the box with 43 for 
Jones. The returns gave 426 for Jones and 

- 225 for Kolb. At Martin's precinct 56 votes 
were cast in all, yet 756 majority was returned 


for Jones.

There are 1,500 votes in all in the City of 
Selma, yet the returns showed 2,642, nearly 
all for Jones. At one precinct near Selma 
men leveled pistols at the Kolb inspectors and 
took the ballot-boxes away. The first returns 
in Wilcox County showed a Jones majority of 
2,000. They were hidden for a time and a 
week afterwards showed 4.300 for Jones. In 
many cases returas from districts heavily in 
Kolb’s favor were thruwn out, the inspectors 
purposely neglecting to sign the returns. In |

The Brooklyn began to settle to starboard 
and orders were given to go ahead at full 
speed. As it rounded Governor’s Island it 
became apparent to all that the boat could 
not remain afloat with its load more than a 
few moments. As it got out into the river 
and the passengers realized their condition the 
excitement broke out again, and it was with 
great difficulty that the officers prevented a 
panic. 

The whistle was kept blowing to warn craft 
out of the course and the South Brooklyn: 
made a straight line for its slip at the toot of 
Whitehall street. Notime was lost in tying 
up, and the passengers were rushed ashore as 
soon as it got into its slip and the heavy 
trucks and horses were driven out in double 
quick time. In afew moments the ferryboat 
careened over on its starboard beam and 


sank. 
WATER WORKS MACHINERY SYNDICATE. 


Proposition to Consolidate All the Works 
with Crane Bros. at the Head. 

Lockport Depor, N. I., Sept. 16.—[ Special.] 
A movement is on foot among the manu- 
facturers of water works pumping engines 
and machinery to consolidate all the large 
plants in this country into a syndicate headed 
by the Crane Bros, of Chicago. Negotiations 
are now pending with the Holly Manufactur- 
ing company, one of the most successful 
water works manufacturers, to secure a large 
block of stock and the ownership of its val- 
uable patents. The would-be buyers’ desire is 
to get possession of all the stock outstanding, 
but as it is unlikely this can be done 
they will doubtless be satisfied with a con- 
trolling interest. T. T. Flagler, President of 
the Holly company, is in favor of making the 
transfer and, with his own stock and that 
which he is able to influence, can turn over a 
majority of theshares. The price offered is 
$140 per share, but it is believed a somewhat 
higher rate can be obtained. The capital 
stock of the company is $500,000, and it usual- 
ly declares an 8 per cent dividend. Negotia- 
tions are pending also with large companies 
in Philadelphia, Milwaukee, and other places. 
All these companies will retain their present 
identity and managements. This consolida- 
tion of these interests will permit the placing 
of whatever price the syndicate chooses on 
water works machinery. 


ELKINS TO WEST VIRGINIANS. 


The Secretary of War Discusses the Tariff 
and Force Bill. 

Wueztina, W. Va., Sept. 16.—The Repub- 
lican campaign inthis State was formally 
opened tonight by Secretary of War Stephen 
P. Elkins at Davis. An immense crowd greet- 
ed Mr. Elkins when he arose to speak. 
It was composed principally of miners, 
railroad employés, and farmers. Secretary 
Elkins’ speech was devoted principally toa 
discussion of the tariff. He said the progress 
of the industrial development of the country, 
and of West Virginia in particular, was due 
to the Republican policy of protection. On 
this point he said: 

The Republicans claim that the history of in- 
dustrial progress in this country shows the only 
safe way to reduce the price of manufactured 
products is by protecting our home industries 
and manufacturers, trusting to home compe- 
tition to regulate prices and prevent monopoly. 
The Republican party also claim that if we are 
ever to have free trade it must be through protec- 
tion. Whenever the time comes that the United 
States, through improved machinery and other 
agencies, can manufacture goods as cheap as 
they can be manufactured abroad then the Re- 
publican party will be willing to consider 
the wisdom of admitting foreign goods free. 
West Virginia and the South stand in the pres- 
ence of another crisis, one to be fought ont, how- 
ever, on lines of peace and with peaceable meth- 
ods, the results of which, in a eertain sense and 
so far as material interests are concerned, will be 
more far reaching than the one fought with arms 
and in which everything was lost. 

Mr. Elkins discussed this phase of the ques- 
tion at length and took up in detail the finan- 
cial and other questions at issue. Of the force 
bill issue he said: 

What is commonly called the force bill” 
is used by Democrats to arouse prejudice 
against the Republican party in or- 
der to escape from the discussion of the tariff. 
The young men of the South are fast realizing 
that the methods and practices in places to pre- 
vent fair elections are working against the pros- 
perity and best interests of the South, against 
the influx of population, and against the de- 
velopment of her resources.

Grand Opera, for a Time at Least, Will 
Have No Home in New York. 

New Tonk, Sept. 16.—[Special./—At a 
meeting of the stockholders of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera-House today it was decided that 
the opera-house should be sold. There were 
present in person or by proxy thirty-eight of 
the sixty-eight stockholders. The following 
resolution embodied the action taken: 

WHEREAS, In view of the fact of the great dif- 
ference of opinion among the stockholders as to 
the practicability of completing the repairs of 
the opera-house in time to secure the production 
of opera this season and of the inadvisability of 
making such extensive repairs as are necessary 
and rebuilding hastily at the risk of future dan- 
ger in the use of the same bythe public, and in 
view of the difficulty experienced in raising 
money from stockholders to complete repairs, 

Resolved. That in the opinion of the stock holders 
of this company as well as upon the advice of ex- 
perienced builders the necessary repairs cannot 
be properly done in time for the production of 
opera this winter. 

Resolved, Further, that the property be sold at 
public auction under its incumbrances and in- 
debtedness. 

There had been a discussion of two or three 
plans, both contemplating the rebuilding of 
the opera-house.. Me. Roosevelt’s plan was 
to form an entirely new company, consisting 
of such of the old stockholders as wished to 
pay $18,500 each for his box, any who should 
not do choose to be excluded from the new 
company. The other plan was that suggested 
by James Harriman.

The Provincial Board of Health, 
authorized by an order in Council, has secured 
the appointment of sanitary inspectors, who 
will board all trains and vessels from New 
York and will have full power to deal with any 
case of cholera which may be found. 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 16.—The following in- 
structions were today forwarded by telegraph 
by the Customs Departmentſto all customs of- 
ficers on the frontier between the United 
States and the Provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bec: 


Be on the lookout and report tothe Department 
of Agriculture any suspicious imports from in- 
fected localities, and act promptly and efficiently 
as quarantine officers, according to the instruc- 
tions which will be sent to you by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture according to law. 

All mail matter arriving here today from 
the United States is being fumigated. The 
same rule has been enforced at all the ex- 
change offices in Canada. 

The government has been apprized of the 
arrival at Quebec of a number of immigrants 
from Europe with through tickets for the 
United States. The railway companies abso- 
lutely refuse to allow the immigrants to board 
the trains and the immigrants are simply 
stranded in the provincial Capital. They 
want to take possession of the federal immi- 
gration buildings, but the government re- 
quires these buildings for Canadian immi- 
grants. Hence the foreign-bound arrivals are 
thrown on their own resources. The difficulty 
will, it is thought, only be solved by the 
steamship companies taking these people 
back to Europe. 

Quesec, Ont., Sept. 16.—Dr. E. S. Kelly, 
Commissioner of Health; Ald. F. A. 
Schwartz, J. J. Gray, and City Clerk Henry 
of Minneapolis, Minn., have returned here 
from the Grosse Isle Quarantine station. Dr. 
Keliy says that the sterilizing machinery is 
efficient, but inadequate, and should be four 
times its present capacity.

MOTHER AND BABES ASPHYXIATE D 


Killed by the Fumes of Sulphur Used to 
Disinfect the Wyoming. 

New York, Sept. 16.— Special. — The 
deaths on the Wyoming of Mrs. Persson and 
her two children, variously reported as having 
been due to cholera and to murder and then 
self-murder by the mother, were caused by 
accidentally inhaling sulphur which had been 
carelessly left near their bunks, it is now said. 
The boat was being fumigated. The officers 
of the ship, realizing that no one could sleep 
below in such an atmosphere, ordered all the 
steerage passengers who were quartered in 
that section to either sleep on deck or in the 
second cabin mess room. Mrs. Persson did 
not understand the order. She remained lying 
on deck until midnight, her children playing 
around her until 10 o' clock, as stated by eye- 
witnesses. About midnight it grew so chilly 
that she decided to venture below, and de- 
scended with her babes into that awful den, 
the lower deck, reeking with slimy damp 
from the steam forced in and hot from the 
200° of heat. The air was thick and heavy 
with the sulphurous fumes, and near her bunk 
stood a bucket of sulphur emitting a cloud 
of the poisonous gas. The three lay down 
and were soon wrapped in the deadly embrace 
of asphyxiation, for the night was calm and 
close and no fresh air circulated. there. At 4 
o’clock the children were found in each other’s 
arms dead. The mother was uearly suffocated 
and never rallied. 


COMING TO CHICAGO FROM WINDSOR. 


Fifty Immigrants Released from Quaran- 
tine Bound Here. 

Derrorr, Mich., Sept. 16.— [Special.] — 
Eighty immigrants, who were detained at 
Windsor by order of local Health Officer Duf- 
field, have been released and gone on their way 
rejoicing. Fifty of them immediately skipped 
for Chicago and three for Milwaukee, while 
the remainder settled down here. The only 
explanation of Duffield’s change of front is 
that he believes they are healthy and have 
heen held long enough, although it was far 
from thetwenty days’ quarantine heretofore 
cunsidered necessary. The hospital ship will 
go into commission Sunday. Dr. Duffield 
was. today ordered to at once analyze the 
water furnished by the city. The Health 
Board has the names of twenty would-bo 
cholera nurses. Last night a 5-year-old child 
in a family of German immigrants five weeks 
out from Germany died without attendance.

arrived at her home in Athens, this county, 
this morning. She came over in a vessel that 
was not quarantined, but after landing at 
New York she was quarantined for three or 
four days. There was no cholera on tne ves- 
sel, nor serious illness of any kind. Her hus- 
band met her in New York and he, too, was 
compelled to remain in quarantine until he 
and his wife received a certificate of health, 
and returned home via Chicago, where’ they 
also received a certificate. She is in the best 
of health. Some citizens of Athens wished to 
prevent herstopping here, but were persuaded 
not to offer any resistance. 


Kansas City a Fertile Field for Cholera. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 16.— A committee 
appointed by the Jackson County Medical So- 
ciety to inquire into the sanitary condition of 
Kansas City with a view to ascertain- 
img what should be done to pre. 
vent an attack by cholera, have found 
that the city is foul, that con- 
ditions prevail in abundance favorable to the 
spread of cholera, and that absolutely no 
means exist for the pr:vention or control of 
the disease.

ADMIRE HIS COURAGE 


DOCTORS ON “THE TRIBUNE'S” 
INOCULATED CORRESPONDENT. 


Local Physicians Pay Warm Tribute to His 
Nerve, but at Present Are Chary of Ex- 
pressing an Opinion on the Value of 
Pasteur’s Treatment and the Experi- 
ment—What They Say of the Value of 
Camphor—Experiences During the Epi- 


demic of 1866 in This City. 

The accounts of a TRIBUNE correspondent’s 
inoculation against cholera by Pasteur in 
Paris, its effect on his system, and his trip to 
Hamburg to test the inoculation by actual 
contact with the dread disease in its strong- 
hold, have been read with keen interest by the 
medical men in this city. Yesterday reporters 
called on a number of physicians to obtain an 
expression of opinion as to the scientific value 
of the experiment. The medical profession is 
generally cautious in expressing an opinion 
upon any novel experiment until after all the 
returns are in. The majority of doctors seen 
would not depart from this rule. They united, 
however, in admiring the correspondent’s 
courage in inviting an attack from the great- 
est scourge of modern times. They also talked 
instructively on the subject of cholera. 
Several of them practiced through the epi- 
demic of 1866in this city. They were also 
asked to define the value of camphor, which 
Prof. Duncan of the National Medicai 
College says is an effective remedy in cholera 


cases. 

Dr. Biefeld thought Tan Trisunr’s corre- 
spondent was exceedingly plucky, but he 
doubted whether the experiment would be of 
scientitic value. 

„% Cholera attacks only a percentage of the 
population, said he. S0, if the correspond- 
ent doesn't get the disease, that fact will not 
prove that inoculation protected him. The 
cholera bacilli must enter the stomach 
through the mouth, and a healthy stomach 
will render it harmless. Two investigators 
have swallowed the bacilli in the course of 
their studies. Their stomachs were in good 
order, No ui results followed. The result 
where one individual was inoculated could 
prove nothing, even if he got the disease and 
recovered. To test the value of this kind of 
vaccination 200 or 300 should be inoculated. 
They should disorder their stomachs and then 
expose themselves to the disease by swallow- 
mg contaminated fluids. The results of such 
an experiment would determine its value to 
mankind.”’ 

A Brave Correspondent, 


Dr. M. L. Harris said it was impossible to 
speak understandingly about the experiment 
until full particulars were known. It would 
be premature. He cited the consequences 
which attended the too early publication of 
Koch’s experiments with lymph. 

**Camphor,”’ said Dr. Harris. is a good 
stimulant. I has no specific effect upon the 
cholera germ. It should not be used for that 
purpose, but only to help support the patient. 

Dr. A. S. Gray said:. The correspondent 
is a brave one. I wouldn’t make such an ex- 
periment on myself. he has been 
thoroughly inoculated and tries hard enough 
to catch the disease—takes the dejections from 
a fatal cdse into his stomach, for instance— 
and does not succeed, why, the fact would 
furnish prima tacie evidence of the value of 
inoculation. It is an experiment of great 
interest. It is, however, waste of time to say 
anything about the scientific value until the 
result is reached. Theories are useless. 

As to camphor in the treatment of cholera, 
statistics prove that it is less successful than 
other remedies, Opium and sulphurous acid, 
for instance, have produced better results, 
especially when combined with salt-water in- 
jections. teople should try not to get chol- 
era. They should be careful in eating, avoid 
food not thoroughly cooked, eat little or no 
fruit and then remove the outer surface, and 
boil all water used. I would not advise the 
sudden giving up of habits, such as smoking. 
In fact, tobacco smoke to a moderate extent 
is an sntiseptic against disease germs.”’ 

Dr. J. M. Dodson held views very similar to 
those expressed by Dr. Biefeld regarding the 
value of the correspondent’s experiments. 
He preferred to await the result and full in- 
formation before giving his opinion,

Dr. T. C. Duncan said: If the theory of 
the comma bacillus is correct inoculation is 
proper.

ure camphor gum and did not lose a case. 

ts efficacy has been proved over and over. 
It is the chief ingredient in all cholera mix- 
tures. It puts the system in a positive elec- 
tric condition and is an antidote to poison.“ 
Prof. Duncan on Camphor. 

Prof. Duncan practiced in Chicago in 1866. 
The cholera broke out in October, said he. 
It came from New Orleans. The fall was 
delightful, much like the present weather, ex- 
cept that for days previous a blue fog had 
hung over the city, similar to the smoky air 
which prevailed in Chicago after the great fire. 
An atmospherit condition is the chief factor 
in cholera epidemics, But a local eondition 
is necessary, and- the system of the person 
seized must also be ripe for the attack. I be- 
lieve in the chemical theory of cholera. The 
germ is a consequence. The atmosphere is in 
anegative electric condition; it lacks ozone 
and contains a larger amount of nitrogen, 

My first case in 1866 was on Oct.9. The 
patient was a young man who had been dis- 
sipating. He wasin cholera collapse. I had 
ten more cases in a few hours. They were all 
men whose habits were imprudent. Many of 
the cases were extraordinarily virulent and in 
a few hours death came. The city was in a 
poor sanitary condition in 1866. There were 
few sewers and many cesspools. On South 
Wells street, where the plague was very bad, 
both gutters of the street were full of stagnant 
water and sewage. It raged only in locali- 
ties which were equally deticient in decent 
sanitary arrangements. As I remember it, 
the classes which were fed poorly and lived 
amid mean surroundings were the suf. 
ferers. Dr. Brainard was almost the 
only man in what might be called 
the comfortable classes who died, and 
his system was exhausted by anxiety. He 
died at the Sherman House, ä 

For weeks prior to the outbreak in October, 
1866, there was great prevalence of diarrhea. 
All cholera cases that I observed began in 
this way. When a case was taken under 
treatinent at the very beginning of the diar- 
rhea it was cured with camphor. Some pa- 
tients in the second stage were saved with 
camphor.” 

Had Cholera and Lived, 

Dr. W. M. Tomlinson would express no 
opinion on the outcome of the Paris corre- 
spondent’s experiment and he believed cam- 
phor was useful only as a diffusible stimulant 
at the beginning of the disease, in connection 
with other remedies. It was not a specific. 

Dr. Tomlinson says it is a popular error 
that cholera begins with cram ping. 

„It starts with diarrhea which is painless,” 
said he. If a person seized with that appar- 
ently simple malaay will send at once for a 
physician, lie down, and remain quiet the 
chances are excellent that he will not have 
cholera. I had cholera in 1866 in Cincinnati,” 
said he. 

It began in the manner I describe, with 
diarrhea. I went to bed ana sent for two 
doctors. In a couple of hours awful cramps 
and vomiting set in, but a few hours later I 
— relieved, the case having been taken in 

ime. 

Dr. Tomlinson reiterated the advice given 
by other ysicians in regard to eating 
only food was thoroughly cooked and 
drinking water that had been boiled. He gaid 
intemperate persons, if attacked, stood a 
poor chance of recovery. 


Experiences in Chicago in 1866.

THE REGULATIONS PROPOSED. 


Gen, Torrence’s Pian of Inspection Ap- 
proved—Immigrants Examined. 

A conference at which cholera regulations 
were discussed was held in the Mayor’s office 
yesterday afternoon. Besides Mayor Wash- 
burns, Dr. Reilly. Dr. Ware, and Gen. Tor- 
rence were present. The meeting was called 
to consider the plan outlined by Gen. Tor- 
rence by which it is hoped to shut out infect- 
ed immigration from Chicago. Dr, 
Reilly “spoke in favor of it and 
Dr. Ware added his commendation. Gen. 
Torrence said the different railroads must 
be consulted and tneir codperation secured 
before any progress could be made, . 
Washburne commended the plan and referred 
it to Drs. Reilly and Ware. ey. he thought, 
couid confer with the companies and complete 
arrangements. Their action, he assured them, 
would be satisfactory to him. The plan de- 
scribed by Gen. Torrence provides for ship- 
ping immigrants bound for cities other than 

hicago around town by the Belt line without 
letting them enter the city. Passengers whose 
destination is Chicago will be quarantised be- 
fore being admitted. The question of the 
power of the city in maki and enforci 
quarantine regulations to apply to the rail- 
roads in accordance with this plan was re-

Insurance Men Don't Fear Cholera, 

With every new compilation of the statistics 
of life insurance the figures grow larger and 
larger, and there is now ig force in this 
country insurance upon lives of upwards of 
$5,500,000,000 and the business is still growing 
so rapidly that it cannot be foreseen where i; 
willend. The companies do not appear to be 
at all alarmed over the cholera scare, as they 
are writing freely all they can get. It is, how- 
ever, intimated that in case that dread disease 
should become epidemic in the large cities the 
order might go forth to stop writing until 
such time as there would be a decided change 
for the better in the mortality reports. 


PRESIDENT DIAZ TO CONGRESS, 


Message of the Executive of the Sister Re- 
public Read Last Night. 

City or Mexico, Sept. 16.—Congress was 
opened by President Diaz tonight. In his 
address the President said the United States 
Legation had requested that negotiations 
be opened for the irrigation of the 
land on both sides of the Rio Grande River, 
and these negotiations were now in progress. 
The mixed com mission of engineers appuinted 
to reéstablish the boundary posts be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
had decided the limits would be 
changed on account of alterations in the cur- 
rent of the Rio Grande. The work of the com- 
mission had not yet been begun, owing to the 
failure of the United States Government to 
provide fands to defray the expenses of their 
representatives, 

The marauders who for some time infested 
the frontier and caused much trouble to the 
Mexican and Texas troops had disappeared. 
Postal packet treaties had been arranged by 
the government with France and Germany. 
Every precaution against the introduction and 
spread of cholera in Mexico had been taken, 
and every possible measure for the improve- 
ment of the sanitary condition of the country 
would be adopted. 

The increase in the number of postoffices 
was due to the extension of the railroad lines. 
The packet postal arrangements with 
Eogland and the United States were 
producing exceilent results. Since April 
the government telegraph lines had 
been increased by 1,500 — and 200 
kilometers of railroad lines had been con- 
structed. It was expected that the Tehaunte- 
pec railroad would be completed within fif- 
teen months and that che road to Oaxaca 
would be finished by October, 

The government receipts for the fiscal year 
exceeded $37,000,000. Notwithstanding the 
failure of the crops, the rise in the price of 
exchange and bank business, the decrease in re- 
ceipts as shown by these figures was insignifi- 
cant. All steps have been taken to avoid any in- 
crease ihn the national debt, and a small loan of 
£600,000 would be more than sufficient to 
meet every demand. The beneficial effects of 
the new Stamp law were apparent, 
and it was now proposed to impose a tax 
upon liquors and tobacco. The prevailing 
high ‘prices of provisions had led to the 
abolishment of all duties on corn and beans 
for the period of tive months. In conclusion 
the President said: 

“I request Congress to aid me in govern- 
ing the country.”’ 

The President of the Chamber, Sefior Trini- 
dad Garcia, replied, echoing the sentiments of 
President Diaz.

Matter the Cost, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 16.— Special.!

Lander 
sent a notice of his resignation to a news- 
paper office early in the evening and afterward 
participated in the meeting, and actually ac- 
cepted dues paid.

SLIGHT INCREASE AT HAMBURG, 


Altona and Kiel Declared Free from the 
Pest—Packet Company Stock Falls. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Hamsura, Sept. 16.—Three hundred and six 

new cases and 128 deaths were reported to the 
Statistical Bureau yesterday. Of these 84 
cases and 30 deaths occurred previously. The 
police yesterday took 108 cases of cholera to 
the hospitals and buried 53 bodies. This 
shows a slight increase, which, however, is 
not considered of importance. Altona and 
Kiel have been declared free from cholera by 
the government. Altona, which yesterday 
had 4 cases and 8 deaths, is issuing clean bills 
of health to vessels. Sporadic cases continue 
to appear in country towns near Hamburg. 
The stock of the Hamburg-American Packet 
company is down to 103. It was selling at 124 
before the epidemic. Most of the general 
car aon are now shipped by tne Wilson line 
via Hull. , 
Since the first outbreak of cholera in this 
city 14,804 cases and 6,506 deaths have been re- 
ported. The epidemic has entirely died out 
in the harbor quarter. Artesian wells are 
being sunk in the city and in the suburbs, and 
pure water is expected in a few days. 

Lonvon, Sept. 16.—The Standard’s Ham- 
burg dispatch says: 

There were reported today 687 new cases of 
cholera, 213 deaths, aad 346 interments. The epi- 
demic has caused the death of about 3,000 cbil- 
dren and has left 2,400 orphans. An inspecuon of 
workmen's dwellings at Hammerbrook, Hamm, 
and Horn, suburbs of the city, has d a 
shocking state of sanitary affairs. 


CHOLERA EXISTS IN NAPLES, 


Eight or Ten Deaths a Day There—Author- 
ities Suppressing Facts.

NO NEED TO Sror IMMIGRATION, 


Government Officials Think All Necessary 
Precautions Have Been Taken. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Sept. 16.—[Special. |— 
In official circles here the belief is that the 
President will not feel called upon to exercise 
the absolute powers for stopping im migration, 
which the Attorney-General thinks he possesses. 
The quarantine established now is as effective 
as a prohibition would be, because no infected 
vessel or suspected one can land ite pas- 
sengers until the local authorities and the 
Federal authorities in New York are satisfied 
that there is no danger. The fact that one or 
two plague ships are already afloat would not 
be blinked out of sight by prohibiting immi- 
gration, for their crews and passengers ‘vould 
be kept in quarantine an indefinite period. 
Secretary Foster has all along held that the 
President has the power to stop im migration, 
but he has not believed that it should be 
exercised absolutely, for the germs might 
still be brought in the baggage of first-class 
passengers or in ordinary cargoes. He thinks 
substantially that the cessation of ocean com- 
merce would be the only way to prevent an 
occasional case of sporadic cholera from 
breaking out in New York and elsewhere, 

The statement from the Atlantic steamship 
con: panies of the number and character of the 

assengers now on the way to the United 
States, with their assurance that no further 
immigrant traffic will be permitted by them, 
reached the Treasury Department this morn- 
ing. This determination on the part of the 
steamship companies has had the effect to 
quiet the talk about the issue of a proclama- 
tion suspending immigration. Assistant Sec- 
retary Spaulding said that probably no further 
action on the part of the department would 
be required. The few steamers now bound 
for the United States with immigrants aboard 
would be taken care of, but aside from them 
the department would have little to do except 
in the case of an occasional tramp steamer. 


QUARANTINE AGAINST THE EAST. 


Ohio Takes Measures to Prevent Cholera 
Crossing Its Borders. 
Cortumsus, O., Sept. 16.—The State Board 
of Health has decided to establish a quaran- 
tine against all Eastern cities as soon as pos- 
sible—not later than next Sunday. The sta- 
tions will be at Ashtabuta, Latimer, Léetonia, 
Youngstown, Belpre, Bellaire, Ironten, Cin- 
cinnati, and Toledo. No immigrant will be 
rmitted to come into the State unless he 
as a full bill of health from the national au- 
thorities or the local officers of the port of 
entry. 8 with the disease will 
be quarantined.

It sent out agents last spring pro- 
claiming that for $1 a week investors could se- 
cure $36 worth of clothing, and that if they 
got in early in the deal they might get $36 
worth for a few dollars.

Ministers Decide to Aid the West Side 
Sunday Closing Movement. 

At a meeting of the West Side ministers at 
the Sherman House yesterday it was decided 
to get up public feeling in support of the Sun- 
day-closing of clothing houses to hold a mass- 
meeting Sunday, Sept. 25, at 3p. m. The 
meeting was called for the purpose of helping 
the clerks in their newly-formed association 
to get one day of rest. The ministers pres- 
ent were the Rev. G. B, Pratt and the Rev. T. 
N, Morrison of the Epiphany Episco- 
palian Church, Dr. 
Western Avenue Baptist; Dr. J. L. Withrow 
of the Third Presbyterian Church; the Rev. 
James Gibson Johnson of the New England 
Congregational; the Rev. Richard Martin of 
the Grace Methodist Episcopal; and the Rev. 
Alfred H. Henry of the Leavitt Street Method- 
ist. Mr. Henry pointed out that the great 
difficuity which the clerks were experienc 
lay in the fact that if some one house open 
all the proprietors followed the example on 
the ground that if they did not they would be 
inflicting an injury on their business. If 
pressure were not exercised all houses would 
be opened in two weeks. 

Secretary Schroder of the Clerks’ Associa-

COLLEGE BUILDING AND HAY ON FIRE 


A Farmer’s Hay Burns on His Wagon— 
Blaze in Evanston. 

Sparks fell upon a load of hay upon which 
Fred Stade, a Blue Island farmer, was driving 
to market yesterday, and treated the residents 
in the neighborhood of Forty-seventh street 
and Ashland avenue to a rather melodramatic 
Stade was all unconscious of his 
danger until a small boy in the street shouted 
that he ought to drive to a fire plug. As 
soon as he was apprised of it he fell into a 
great fright and whipped up his horses. 
They galloped north on Ashland avenue, the 
winds fanumg the flames to increasing fury. 
Some one had presence of mind enough to 
turn in a fire alarm and a chemical engine 
responded. Stade would not rein up his team, 
and the fire apparatus had to overtake him 
on the run. The portable conflagration was 
finally subdued and the farmer drove de- 
jectediy home again. 

But for the timely detection of a rapidly 
spreading fire in the basement of the Woman's 
College in-Evanston Thursday night the 
building would, beyond doubt, have been in- 
volved in a holocatist in which some of the 
seventy-five women students might have per- 
ished. Steamfitters, on leaving the building 
at night, left a gasoline torch burning in an 
obscure part of the basement near an aban- 
doned shaft leading to the dormitories above 
stairs. The inflammable liquid flowed over 
the floor and set fire to the woodwork about 
the shaft. About 8 o’clock William J eninge, 
a gas inspector. who chanced to enter the 
basement; discovered the advancing flames 
and extinguished the fire. Had it remained 
undetected it is likely that the fire would have 
broken out during the night after all had re- 
— a fatal panic must then have re- 
sulted. 


SWITCHMAN INSTANTLY KILLED. 


A Railroad Engineer Found Dead—Boy

Change of Express Companies. 

As stated in a dispatch from Ashland, Wis., 
in Taz Tribune yesterday, the United States 
Express company has withdrawn its service 
from the Milwaukee, Lake Shore and Western 
railroad. The express business on that line is 
now in the hands of the American Express 
company. Alonzo Wygant. the Chicago agen} 
of the United States Express company, when 
asked why his company had abandoned its 
service on that line. said: The Milwaukee, 
Lake Shore and Western railroad has been 
absorbed by the Northwestern system. The 
American Express company operates that sys- 
tem exclusively, except between here and Mil- 
waukee. The persons who are interested in 
the American Express company are also 
largely interested in the Northwestern and I 
suppose that the latter company preferred to 
give the business over to the American.”’ 


More Breaks at the Federal Building. 

The Federai Building has given more evi- 
dence recently of the rickety condition of the 
entire structure. The worst break which has 
occurred for some time was the fall of an im- 
mense piece of sandstone, seven feet long and 
weighing fifty pounds, from the fourth story 
at the southeast corner of the building, from 
a projecting ornamental piece. When it 
struck the ground it broke into hundreds of 
fragments. Mr. Bell attributes the break to 
the unequal pressure of the walls, but says 
no danger. A bad fissure appeared 
several days ago in the ceiling of Commis- 
sioner Hbyne's office, entirely across the 
room. The opening released considerable 
dirt, a portion of which fell upon Private 
Secretary Foote, The break was accompanied 
by a loud report.

One week from today an effort 
will be made before Judge Tuthill to have the 
indictments quashed. Yesterday ex-Judge 
Prendergast appeared before Judge Tuthill 
and moved toquash the thirteen true bills. 
The court informed him that he would listen 
to arguments on the motion Sept. 24. It is 
said that the defense will urge that the law 
under which they were indicted has been de- 
clared unconstitutional.

Dion Geraldine, who has just resigned as 
Superintendent of Construction at Jackson 
Park, may be offered another World’s Fair 
job as important as the one he relinquished 
two days ago. Within a few months exhibits 
will begin rolling into the park. There are 
200 acres of floor space to be filled with them, 
and some one must generally superintend 
their installation. It rests with the Director- 
General to say how the work shall be done. 
He may leave it to the chiefs of the individual 
departments under the supervision of someone 
whom he may designate as his representative. 
Predictions were ventured around headquar- 
ters yesterday that if he did name such a rep- 
resentative Mr. Geraldine would be the man. 
Col. Davis is in Washington, but he was com- 
municated with by telegraph and the advisa- 
bility of securing Mr. Geraldine’s services 
was suggested. 

The installation question has never been 
finally determined, although twe efforts have 
been made to do so. Two compacts have 
been entered inte. The question of authority 
between the National Commission and local

Seventy years or so ago President 
Monroe made the following enunciation of 
doctrine: 

We owe it to candor and tothe amicable rela- 
tions existing between the United States and the 
allied powers to declare that we should consider 
any attempt on their part to extend their system 
to any portion of this hemisphere as dangerous to 
our peace and safety. With the existing colonies 
or dependencies of any European power we have 
not interfered. and shall not interfere; but with 
the governments which have declared their inde- 
pendence and maintained it, and whose inde- 
pendence we have on great consideration aud on 
just principles acknowledged. we could not view 
an interposition for oppressing them or control- 
ing in any manner their destiny by any European 
power in any other light than as a manifestation 
of an unfriendly disposition toward the United 


States. 
There is sufficient warrant in this Monroe 


Doctrine ” to justify the President in sending 
some of our new cruisers down there just to 
see what is going on. Uncle Sam has some 
trade there also which is worth looking after. 
In the present disrupted condition of Ven- 
ezuela there is no telling what may happen, 
especially as Great Britain has long been 
watching for just such a chance as this to step 
in and assert its claims in the old boundary con- 
troversy.

GERMAN LUTHERANS WILLING TO PAY 
SCHOOL TAXES. 

Tun Trisune printed this week the pastoral 

letter of Archbishop Feehan sna Bishops 

Spalding, Ryan, and Janssen, in which they 
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the public schools have anything 
to dread from those who utter them. The 


German Lutherans wish to have their own 


schools where religious instruction may be 
taught as well as ordinary studies. They have 


a right to have them, but they say expressly 


that they do not wish to be relieved of their 
obligations to the State schools because they 
are discharging their religious duties. They 
have no objection to pay taxes to Cesar when 
used for so good a purpose as the education 
of the rising generation. 

Americans generally would be gratified if 
the leaders of the Roman Catholic Church, in- 
stead of reviving the memories of old and bit- 
ter controversies, would take a leaf out of the 
book of the disciples of Martin Luther, and 
pay school taxes, not with a protest, but with 
pleasure and as a patriotic duty. 


„EE ITINERARY OF THE CHOLERA. 

One of the principal sources of the alarm 
which cholera always inspires is its swift 
and steady march westward from its indige- 
nous localities in Asia. It is only four and a 
half months ago that reports came of a more 
than ordinarily serious outbreak in India and 
Western China. In May it was reported 
raging with great virulence in Cashmere, cer- 
tain provinces in Turkestan, and Arabia. By 
the middle of July it had reached Russia, the 
first repurts coming from there July 15. 
Thence it sped swiftly through Europe. July 
28 it was in Poland. Aug. 16 it broke out at 
Hamburg, and within a week from that date 
it had appeared at Antwerp, Paris, Havre, 
Altona, Rotterdam, and Berlin, as well as at 
many smaller places, with sporadic cases 
here and there in England. The Moravia, the 
first pest transportation steamer of the Ham- 
burg-American Packet line, appeared with 
its load of cholera in New York harbor Aug. 
81. Since that date this company has liter-* 
ally banked the cholera up against the gates 
of New York City. The inevitable result has 
followed. Sept. 14 the dreaded disease made 
its presence known in that city and six per- 
sons have died of it. 

It is always difficult to estimate with any 
degree of accuracy the total number of deaths 
from cholera, especially in Eastern countries, 
whose statistical systems are as faulty as 
their sanitary ones. The best authorities, 
however, put the losses in Asia at the follow- 
ing round figures: China and India, 35,000; 
Turkestan and Persia, 50,000; Arabia, 15,000. 
The deaths in Europe have been noted with 
tolerable accuracy and may be set down at 
the prominent centers of the disease to date 
as follows: Russia, 173,348; Hamburg, 6,419; 
Paris, 311; Havre, 298; Altona, 102. In 
round numbers this would give a total of 
nearly 281,000 victims, but the list evidently 
is not complete. For sufficiently evident rea- 
sons cholera returns are underestimated in 
official reports. This has been notoriously 
true in those which have come from St. 
Petersburg and Hamburg. Again, no attempt 
has been made to report the deaths in Poland, 
where the disease has been and still is exceed- 
ingly prevalent, nor have any returns been 
sent in from small places in the interior. It 
is within bounds to say that the mortality of 
1892 from cholera has thus far somewhat ex- 
ceeded 300,000. 

It is probable, however, the world has seen 
the worst of the cholerathis year. Reports 
from Russia and Hamburg, which have been 
the sources of supply of the cholera germs, 
show day by day that the number of new 
cases and of fatalities is steadily diminishing. 
The time of frosts is at hand when the bacillus 
must go into winter quarters, from which, it 
is to he hoped, he may not emerge next 
spring, and from which he will not emerge if 
the various municipal authorities in this coun- 
try do their duty this fall and winter, There 
is no cause for alarm because the disease has 
made its appearance in “New York. The Bo- 
hemia, which arrived there yesterday with 
cholera on board, is the last of the steamers 
from Hamburg from which any serious 
trouble is to be apprehended. The Hamburg- 
American Pest Travsportation company has 
done all it can to introduce the’ cholera into 
the United States. If it does not succeed it 
will not be its fault. If the municipal author- 
ities do their duty it will not succeed. The 
few cases in New York are sporadic and have 
been isolated, so that there is little danger 
they will spread the disease. In any event 
there is no reason to expect a widespread epi- 
demic at this season of the year. There is no 
reason to expect a serious visitation at all 
if the authorities do their duty, and the way to 
do their duty is to clean up. Remember the 
advice of the State Board of Health: | There 
is no occasion for panic; there is every occa- 
sion for cleanliness.’’ Clean up the city. Burn 
the garbage. Purify Chicago with fire, the 
universal destroyer.

PROPOSED BRITISH TEMPERANCE LEGIS- 
LATION.  §}3# ° 

In Great Britain as in the United States the 
efforts of the rational and practical friends of 
temperance legislation are thwarted and ob- 
structed by the overzealous and the impracti- 
cable cranks. The result has been that the 
Tory brewers and the representatives of the 


liquor interests have been able to prevent any | 


improvement in the British liquor laws for 
more than a score of years. At the recent 
general election the question of the reform of 
those laws was pushed to the front with such 
zeal and impetuosity that in some places the 
Tories gained seats, and Liberal friends of 
rational temperance measures were ousted 
from the places they held in ‘the House of 
Commons because chey would not go to the 
length of pledging themselves to all the de- 
mands of the Blue Ribbon, Good Templar, and 
other ternperance organizations. | 

The subject is going to be presented in the 
new House of Commons at an early date, and 
the Liberal leaders, who all favor rational 
temperance legislation, are sorely puzzled 
over the matter. Last year $700,000,000 (one 
hundred and forty millions of pounds sterling) 
was spent for liquor by the drinkers in Great 
Britain, and the imperial revenue arising 
from the drink traffic alone exceeded one hun- 
dred and fifty millions of dollars. Ihe con- 
sumption has gone on increasing from year to 
year and the friends of temperance are trying 
in vain to check it. 

Some years ago the English prohibitionists 
proposed through what is known as the Bruce 
bill, introduced by Sir Harvey Bruce, an Irish 
Tory, that the manufacture and sale of intox- 
icants in Great Britain should cease eight 
years after the bill became a law. The meas- 
ure was never seriously considered in or out 
of Parliament. Since then the United King- 
dom Alliance, of which Sir Wilfrid Lawson is 
the leading spirit, has proposed the adoption 
of what is known as the direct veto system 
in England, but which is only a modification 
of the American plag of, local option. This 
might work well enough, in the rural districts 
and in the country villages, where there are 
few complaints about the evils of intemper- 
ance. It would leave the traffic in the towns 
in its present flourishing condition. Sir Wil- 
frid Lawson and his followers would under 
the direct veto or local option system close 
up all saloons or public houses where a ma- 
jority of the voters are opposed to them, and 
he would give no compensation to the pub- 
licans or to the public house owners. These 
proposals have caused 4 storm of protests 
from the ‘“ vested interests,” and the rep- 
resentatives of those interests have made 
themselyes so strongly felt in the recent 
elections that the Liberal leaders are pro- 
posing 4 compromise. Their semi-official or- 
gan, the Speaker, has recently proposed a new 
plan, and it is being debated and discussed in 
all the leading English dailies with all the ar- 
dor characteristic of such discussions. 

Briefly, the Speaker’s plan is as follows: 
Existing saloon licenses to be confirmed for 
three years, but in order to lessen the number 
within that period provision to be made for 
the surrender of licenses on a payment equiva- 
lent to one year’s profit. Loans might be 
authorized for that purpose. At the end of 
the three years all licenses‘should expire. The 
local authorities, the Town, Village, or Coun- 
ty Council, should then tix the number of 
licenses to be issued-—in no case to exceed the 
proportion of one license for each 1,000 in- 
habitants. Those licenses, which are to run 
five years, should be offered at public auction 
to the highest responsible and reputable 
bidder. Any profits to be derived from this 
plan should be applied for the compensation 
of those who surrendered their licenses during 
the three-year period. All licensed houses to

work more rapidly than another man. What 
he has to pay for work is the thing which in- 
terests him; and it is the sum he has to pay 
the workman, and not the number of hours or 
minutes the workman is employed, which 
fixes the price the employer asks for the goods 
made in his factory. 

The wages of compositors in Chicago are 
nearly double what they are in England and 
the price per 1,000 ems is also about double. 
Supposing it to be true, which it is mot, that 
the American compositor working by the 1,000 
ems is twice as swift as the English one, what 
difference would that make to the employer 
when he has to pay twice as much for filling a 
column as the English employer does? It 
would be for the interest of the newspaper to 
employ the English compositors at a shilling 
per 1,000 ems, which is about their pay. The 
quantity of matter to be set up would be the 


same in both cases, but the cost of composi- | 


tion would be reduced a half. The English 
printers might have to work longer hours, 

more of them might have to be employed, 
but neither of those things would affect the 


total cost of composition. That would de-. 


pend solely on the rate per thousand. 
It follows, then, that where work is paid for 
by the piece the employer is concerned only 


about what he pays for the work done and not | 


the length of time it takes thé workman to 
do it: 

It appears from the various reports on labor 
in foreign countries that all piece work is paid 
for at far lower rates there than here. Further- 
more, the prices paid for piece work regulate 
and govern to a great extent those paid for 
work by the day or hour. The price paid a 
workingman for his day’s labor is based on 
an estimate of what the average man would 
do if he worked by the piece. It is a midway 
figure between what the best and the poorer 
workman would earn. 

Hence it will be seen that the lower wages 
of Europe are lower absolutely and not rela- 
tively. They are not lower because the mer 
work slower but because they get less tor 
each yard of cloth they spin, each tom of coal 
they miné, each pound of steel or sauare 
foot of glass they make, each 1,000 ems of 
type they set, andso on to the end of the 
chapter. 

It is claimed by the free traders that the 
operatives in American cotton mills tend 
more looms and spindles than those in for- 
eign factories, Supposing it to be so. Those 
operatives are but a very small per cent of the 
total number of working men and women in 
the United States. 

But to end this controversy with a final and 
convincing argument, the fact remains that 
nearly all the competitive goods made in 
Europe, no matter what their “cost of pro- 
duction ” may be, are offered for sale by those 
who make them at prices much below those 
asked for similar goods made in this country. 
Why? Not because the foreign manufact- 
urers are satisfied with much lower profits. 
Not because they get theirraw materials much 
more cheaply, or because transportation costs 
them less, but because they pay lees per yard 
or pound to their labor for the products 
turned out. And that is just why they can 
undersell American manufacturers if the pro- 
tective duties are taken off and ruin their bus- 
iness, close them up, and drive them from the 
field unless American workmen will consent 
to reduce their wages about to the per cent of 
the protection which Democratic free traders 
would repeal. ; 


Turoves the division by the Election Com- 
missioners of the city into precincts contain- 
ing from 300 to 350 voters each the work of 
the election clerks and judges is greatly sim- 
plified and facilitated.

The Repub- 
lican Election Commissioner, Mr. Hutchings, 
can be relied on to attend to those objections 
and to put only loyal Republicans on guard. 
Special vigilance is required in the lodging- 
house and in the tough Democratic wards. 
The matter ought to be attended to at once.

Are the people so dissatisfied with their present 
rous course that they are 1eady to invite a 
dangerous shock by suddenly reversing the en- 
ines? For it is not a mere modification of the 
course, as formerly, that our opponents now pro- 
pose. This time it is a reversal. We have been 
running for thirty years in the direction of high 
tective tariff. How serious a disturbance 
even a modification of that course made you all 
remember in the long suspense and arrest 
of operations attending the debates on the 
McKinley bill. Now that this bill is 
working well our opponents declare it or any 
protective tariff bill unconstitutional and de- 
manda reversal. Weare rapidly extending our 
trade by reciprocity. They denounte this as a 
sham and demand a reversal. We have had for 
nearly Wirty years a magnificent system of na- 
tional banking currency. They demand its 
abandonment and a reversal. Such and so far

jness people in a practical, business-like way. 

This is a city of enormous business activities 
and controlling business interests.

MRS. FOSTER ON WOMAN’S PLACE, 


Address of the President of the National 
' Women’s Republican Association. 

Burrato, N. I., Sept. 16.—The National 
Women’s Republican Association met at Con- 
cert Hall this morning, Mrs. J. Ellen Foster 
presiding. The prominent persons on the 
platform were Mrs. Mary Stuart Coffin of Mich- 
igan, Mrs. Francis Howard of Massachusetts, 
Gen. Thomas W. Chace and Mrs. Thomas W. 
Chace of Rhode Island, Mrs. Romyn Shaw, J. 
P. Dollivar of Iowa, J. H. Still of Rhode Isl- 
and, and Mrs. Lucy A. Leggett of Washing- 
ton, D. C. The first address was that of Mrs. 
Foster. She said in part: 

Strange to say women’s entrance to active pol- 
itics in this country has been delayed beyond 
what would seem its natnral developments, When 
the people are under republican institutions it 
might be su that women would without 
controversy be included. It is one of the amene- 
ties of so-called popular sovereignty that the 
fact of sex is a disqualification at the ballot-box, 
and this has naturally precluded participation in 
active politics. a 

There are women acquainted with history and 
students of political science who are conscious of 
their patriotic devotion to the country of their 
birth or adoption. and who know that they know 
the principles upon which the government rests 
and the policies which make for its well-being. 
Intelligent women know that there is being 
worked out on th shores the greatest experi- 
ment in buman history, that the problem of self- 
government must be solved here if anywhere. 
Women have no separate interests from men, No 
womau can afford to withhold ber active influ- 
ence for the principles which sustain good gow 
ernment. She should do the best she can in the 
generation where God has put her. 

Thus it comes to pass that many women are in 
this year of our Lord engaged in political study 
and political work.

met Irish clamor and satisfied

The Liberals know the intensity of the desire 
of the anti-Parnellites to support Mr. Morley’s 
initial experiment toward Irish self-govern- 
ment. What they ask is: Will the anti- 
Parnellites’ influence rrevail? Will Ireland, 
freed from coercion, have such a quiet winter 
as will justify Mr. Morley’s sudden action? 

The Unionists say. of course, that with the 
restraints of law removed the irreconciliables 
will show themselves and outrage will become 
rife. It is a part of the sadness of the position 
of the genuine Irish patriots among the Par- 
nellites that they are suspected of a readiness 
to codperate in a renewal of disorder, or at 
least are not ready to use their influence to 
control the eruptive forces. 

Although the numercal strength of the Par- 
nellites is not great, their disturbing power is 
immense. If they have not the priests and 
weaith of Ireland on their side they are still in 
close touch with the core of the heart of the 
people. Nowhere are they yet utterly extinct 
of power in any district. They stül dominate 
Clare and Dublin. and greatly influence Gal- 
way, Roscommon, Cork, and* Waterford. 
Upon their forbearance depends the success 
of Mr, Morley’s first stroke in behalf“ of Ire- 


land’s independence. 
More Failures Expected, 

Although the run on tho Birkbeck Bank was 
almost concurrent with the collapse of the 
London Provident Bank, and with the failure 
of several small provincial building societies, 
it has not had any apparent influence on the 
money market. It would be wrong to sup- 
pose that the members of haute finance were 
without anxiety. All over the country, in 
Wales and the north of England especially, 
these workingmen’s institutions, combining 
banking and building operations, are falling 
to pieces, chiefly “through mismanagement, 
but often through the dishonesty of directors.

The Birkbeck Bank is the largest institution 
of the kind, with close connection with some 
of the great banks, and obtained offers of as- 
sistance to stop the run, which was threaten- 
ing to spread to a greater financial sphere. 
The newspapers gave loyal aid to check 
the panic, abstaining from every hint 
of possible disaster and giving 
promineuce to every reassuring statement the 
bankers wished to circulate. The position to- 
night leayes the public half convinced that all 
is right. though just cause for anxiety exists 
everywhere. 

Throughout England there are 2,700 building 
societies, with liabilities of over 450,000, 000. 
Many of them are known to be utterly in- 
solvent. Even if the panic brings no further 
disastrous developments, one result will be 
an amendment to the law under which they 
are allowed to exist. 

Does: Not Affect Trade. 

In view of etfect of the outbreak of cholera 
in New York on goods and passengers arriv- 
ing at British and other European ports the 
representative of the Associated Press today 
interviewed Mr, John C. New, 
the American Consul-General here. 
Mr. New said there was no rea- 
son to suppose that any change would occur. 
Traffic would continue as usual. He had 
heard nothing from the British authorities, 
nor a suggestion from business-men that the 
existence of isolated cases of the disease in 
New York would in any wise alter the present 
arrangements. 

Mr. New added that he did not believe 
cholera would become epidemic in New York 
or other parts of the United States. When the 
authorities in America had to tackle anythin 
like that they took a tight hold and 
kept it. Within his own con- 
sular boundaries cholera, so far as 
trade was concerned, was utterly unfelt. The 
amount of trade during August exceeded that 
of the corresponding month last year and 
business continued to increase this month. 
His own information concurred with that 
received by the English authorities. Mr. New 
further said that there was no cholera within 
the United Kingdom. This was marvelous, 
considering that England was the channel 
through which some of the worst classes of 
continental einigrants poured. 

It by any chance cholera did become épi- 
demic in America he felt assured that it 
would not cause the authorities here to do 
anything to inconvenience American arrivals, 
but he could not even anticipate the question 
of precaution against the United States aris- 


ing. 


Hamburg Agents Will Not Talk. 
The representative of the Associated Press 
has sought to gain information from the Lon- 
don agents of the Harhburg-American Packet 
company concerning statements in American 
papers that written engagements were given 
to some of the Normannia’s cabin passengers 
that that vessel carried no emigrants.

Tris is the first time since 1808 that a reign- 
ing Queen of Prussia has given birth toa 
daughter. 

[Now that Empress Augusta Victoria has given 
birth to a first daughter and not a seventh son 
her mind and that of the Emperor will feel re- 
lieved of the uneasiness which their superstitious 
belief in the alleged prophecy of the old abbot of 
the Convent of Lehnin has caused them. 

In these prophecies it was bredicted that an 
Emperor of Germany would have seven sons, but 
none of them would succeed him on the throne. 
The Emperor and Empress, as well as the major- 
ity of the German people, believe that these pre- 
dictions are meant for William II., because he 
has already six sons, and because this prophec 
nag a number of others which have been ful- 

ed. 

The abbot is said to have written in his book 

about 400 years ago that the Mark would change 
its ruler and become the property by forfeiture of 
a house which would rise and grow very power- 
ful. In fact, the Mark became the property of 
the house of Hohenzollern in the above manner, 
and this was the first step of. the ladder on which 
the Hohenzollerns rose to their present high posi- 
tion. 
The prophet or Lehnin also predicted that the 
old German Empire wonld be totally destroyed 
by a Western usurper, and this was provea true 
by Napoleon I. . 

it is further stated by the abbot that the Ger- 
man Empire would be resurrected in another gen- 
eration by a monarch who would reign long and 
wisely and would die at a very old , beloved 
and revered by his subjects. This tallies exactly 
with the reign of Emperor William I. 

The next prophecy was that this aged and be- 
loved ruler would be followed by one who would 
rule but a very few weeks anc would die, and 
that he inturn would be followed by one who 
would have seven sons, of whom, as above stated, 
not one would be his successor. 

The Hohenzollerns all believed in the truth of 
these prophecies, ana it worried the present ruler 

reatly. Through the birth of a daughter the 

asis of the superstition has been destroyed for 
the present, but the Emperor and his wife are 
young yet and the seventh son may yet be born.

So far the view is clear and easy enbugh to 
see into; but when we turn back again from 
cost to origin and seek to divide out the total 
paid for each ciass of food among the various 
countries that have shipped it to us we get 
into complications with which it would be 
useless to attempt to struggle, for an exact 
table of the source of supply of every cate- 
gory of article consum by us would fill 
pages with arithmetic. General indications 
will serve all the purposes in view bere. 

The United States stands first in the long 
catalogue of our purveyors, for we spend some 
£47 ,000,000 with them every year, while Ger- 
many. which comes second in the list, takes only 
£13,000,000 from us (two-thirds of which are for 
sugar). France and Russia receive only £10,- 
000,000 each. Austria absorbs £8,000,000, Den- 
mark nearly as much, while a herd of other 
countries stand in for a lengthy variety of les- 
sening sums. Our position toward the United 
States gives to think, as the French put it; 
for we are drawing from them more than a 
quarter in value and 1 as much in 
weight of our entire food import., a fact which 
opens the door to eventuatities that it would 
be unpleasant to have to face. 

We get from them (the ratios merit to be 
mentioned rapidly, notwithstanding their 
dryness), 27 per cent of the wheat we buy 
nearly 75 per cent of the flour, 60 per cent of 
the maize; nearly all the oatmeal, lard, and 
salt beef; two-thirds of the live oxen, 
about 90 per cent each of the bacon 
and hams, seven-eighths of the fresh beef, 
45 per cent of the cheese, geariy a quarter 
of the salted and preserved fish, 80 per cent 
of the preserved meats, 20 per cent of the 
apples, 16 per cent of the honey, and an un- 
determined quantity of tinned fruits and vege- 
tables. We stand toward the United States as 
regards these supplies in a position which is 
not merely commercial, but which has—or 
may have—a serious political aspect as well. 
Ou the principle of forgetting tomorrow we 
are right to take our bread and cheese and ba- 
con, wherever we can find them cheapest, but 
neither the necessity which forces us to get 
half our nourishment from somewhere, nor 
the material advantage (so long as it endures) 
of thinking only of toaay, in any way obliges 
us to buy a quarter of that half from one sin- 
gle seller. 


HAWAII NEARLY WON BY THE LOTTERY. 


Overtures Made to That Country Will 
Probably Prove Successful, 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 16,—Honolulu 
advices show that the Louisiana Lottery com- 
pany will probably secure the desired grant 
from the Hawaiian Government. The lottery 
bill was read in the Legislature Aug. 30. It 
grants an exclusive franchise to D. H. Cross 
of Chicago, W. B. n of St. Louis, 
and John Phillips. J. J. illiams, and Dr. 
Gilbert Foote of Honolulu to establish a lot- 
tery-in Honolulu for the term of twenty-five 
years, the companyté pay for the franchise 
$500,000 each year in quarterly installments, 
the Minister of the Interior to disburse this 
sum for the following purposes: 

Ocean cable between Honolulu and any port on 
the North American continent connecting with 


an American telegraph system, $100,000 per an- 
num; subsidy for the construction of a railroad 


around the Island of Oahu, $50,000 per annum; 
subsid railroad through Hilo 1 Hamakua, 
Hawaii. $50,000 per annum; roads. brid land- 
ings, and wharves in Hawaiian Kingdom, $175,000 
per annum: improving Honolulu harbor, 0,000 
per annum; encouragement of the industries in 
the kingdom. $50,000 per annum, 

If, however, the reciprocity treaty with the 
United States is abrogated the last two items 
are to be applied to building drydocks. 
last item is 000 for the encouragement of 
tourist travel and immigration. capital 
stock of the company is fixed at $5,000,900, 50,- 
000 shares, which may be increased to $10,000,- 
000. The bill provides for two commissioners 
to be appointed by the Queer ata salary of 
$6,000 a year to preside at all drawings of the 
lottery. Grantees are to be exempted from 
all taxes and license fees, and to have the use

ALLISON V. ARMOUR’S YACHT SAFE. 


The Gryphon Towed Into St. Joseph 
Slightly Disabled. 

Allison V. Armour’s steam yacht Gryphon, 
after withstanding the buffeting waves of Lake 
Michigan for ten hours in an unusually severe 
storm, lies at dock at St. Joseph. It had been 
missing since last Tuesday and grave fears 
were entertained that the vessel had 
gone down. It was only by good 
fortune that boat or crew survived 
the storm passed through, and after heipless- 
ly drifting off the Michigan shore for two 
days and nights the disabled vessel was picked 
up off South Haven at 6 o' clock Thursday even- 
m by the steambarge Seymour and towed 
into St. Joseph. 

Many unsuccessful attempts to signal pass- 
ing steamers were made. A portion of the 
yacht’s machinery gave out, but it weathered 
the gale in splendid shape and, aside from a 
terrible drenching, is now in good form. 

Capt. E. J. Bussey, master of the Gryphon, 
reached Chicago yesterday morning, and re- 
ports himself and crew in a hale and hearty 
condition, notwithstanding their apprehension 
for safety and the shaking up they gut while 
weathering the gale. 

We had been out about three hours when 
the storm struck us, said Capt. Bussey. 
was then about 1 o’clovk 
We started at 10 o’clock from Grand Haven, 
and were running about fifteen miles an hour. 
The gale came up very suddenly. In a short 
time tne wind changed and soon was 
a howling storm from nor' west. 
saw we were for a regular 
nor’wester then. We were about 
sixty miles from the Michigan 
shore drifting helplessly in the trough of the 
sea. I kept watch all that night and Wednes- 
day morning we were drifting toward the 
shore. Finally we drifted in eight of the Kal- 
amazoo light and about6o’clock the Sey- 
mour answered our signal and hove to within 
hailing distance. 

After a Bussey notified Mr. Armour of 
the reecue he returned to St. Joseph to bring 
back the disabled yacht. 

When the steamer Chicora left St. Joe at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon Capt. Bussey 
was busily engaged in trying to get at the 
back of the boiler to learn what had been the 
real difficulty, and to make repairs. It did 
not seem likely that the yacht would be able 
to start Out again until tomorrow.

With a Fair Sea and Favorable Wind a 
Memorable Struggle Is Certain — The 
Leading Event Will Be the Battle of 
the First Class Launches—Vessels That 
Have Entered Will Start from the Van 
Buren Street Gap in the Breakwater— 
Lincoln Park Club Closing Race, 

With favorable wind and sea the race of 
the steam yachts this afternoon bids fair to 
be a memorable event in Chicago yachting. 
Although the committee has met with unex- 
pected discouragements, it was able yesterday 
to announce such a list of entries as insures 
the success of this novel contest. The great 
struggle will be among the class known as the 
steam Jaunches, under which are included by 
the rules of the New York Yacht club all 
boats less than sixty-tive feet in length. The 
start will be from a line running east and west 
through the beacon at the gap in the break- 
water at Van Buren streets Three blasts of 
the whistle on the judges’ boat will be given 
at 1:50 o’clock asa signal for the first-class 
yachts. Thestarting gun will be fired at 2 
o’clock. All yachts must pass over the line 
within five minutes after the signal. After 
the first-class yachts are away the same sig- 
nals by whistle and gun will be given for the 
second-class yachts. The first-class launches 
will then follow subject to the same signals, 
after which the second-class launches will be 
started. The finish in all the races will be 
made on a line due north and south across the 
gap in the government breakwater. 

The course for first and second class yachts 
will be due north to the inner Lake View 
crib, thence east to the outer Lake View crib, 
thence southeast to the Hyde Park crib, pass- 
ing outside of the four-mile crib, and thence to 
the gap in the breakwater, leaving all cribs to 
starboard. The distance over the course is 
nearly twenty-seven miles. All boats entered 
— the class for launches must have been duly 

pote 8 — by the United States Government 

have all fittings aboard. In no case will 

a launch be allowed to run without proper 

life-saving appliances and all that is required 

by law. ‘The boats must be operated by li- 

censed officers only, but no objection will 

be made to additional crews if desired. 

For the second-class launches a shorter 
course ig provided. It will be from the gap in 
the breakwater to the inlet crib on the north- 
west end of the exterior breakwater, thence to 
the old water-works crib, thence to the four- 
mile crib, return to starting point. All 
points must be turned to starboard. The dis- 
tance on this course is 9.46 miles, The com- 
mittee has had much trouble in 8 equita- 
ble sailing rules. It announces the following: 

All yachts entered for these races must be used 
exclusively for pleasure and be in ordinary cruis- 
ing trim. All small boats, life-preservers, ballast, 
stores, and fittings must remain on board, Bal- 
last, etc., may be moved from one part of the ves- 
sel to another but in no case is it to be moved from 
the vessel. 1 safety valves will be sealed by the 
Racing committee prior 4 the start and if seals 
are found broken t yacht will be ruled out of 
the race. The rules and regulations of the Unit- 
ed States relating to steam vessels must apply to 
all situations. "Should a foul occur or a compet- 
ing yacht fail to round the proper crib due pro- 
test must be made by the others immediately on 
arrival at the finish or it will not be considered. 
Should a yacht desire to pass another ahead of it 
it mugt do so on the port hand. All yachts and 
launches must be in A ay egy a to the southward 
and outside of the in the government break- 
water at the foot of Van Buren street at 1:30 p.

“The time allowance given to the yachts in 
the ratio of their competitive capacity is based 
upon the Haswell system and 1s as follows:

Augustus T. Kerr, who was in the employ of 

the Jarvis-Conklin Mortgage Trust company 

as bookkeeper, stole in February certain nego- 
tiable securities aggregating $14,305, with ac- 
companying advices, forwarded for collection 
from the London office of the company. He 
left the company’s employ in April for a visit 
to his family in England. Shortly afterwards 
the theft was discovered from foreign advices 
received in regard to these securities. Pay- 
ment of those still in Kerr’s possession, 
amounting to $2,625, was stopped. His bond 
for $5,000 with the American Surety com- 
728 was adjusted by them, and the balance 
of $6,680 was charged to profit and loss ac- 
count by the Jarvis company. Kerr’s at- 
tempted negotiation of those securities still in 
his possession, upon which payment had beed 
stopped, located him in London. A requisi- 
tion to the Secretary of State at Washington 
was obtained from the Governor of Missouri, 
and upon it extradition papers have been 
issued to the Government of Great Britain. 
Kerr was interested in a bucket-shop here.

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PEPPER'S HARD LUCK. 


LORD MOTLEY, HEAVILY BACKED 
IN A SOFT SPOT, RUNS AWAY. 


All the Money Bet on the Colt Was Burned 
Up When He Was Withdrawn—Helen 
Nichols Again Beats the Commoa East- 
ern 2-Year-Olds—Silver Fox, Reckon, 
Victorious, Evanatus, and Masterlode 
Won the Other Gravesend Track Races 
—Gloucester Racing Results. 

New York, Sept. 16.—[Special.]—The West- 
ern stable owned by J. E. Pepper & Co., 
which has raced in the East under the charge 
of Ea Brown since the commencement of the 
season, has had the hardest luck of any of 
the big racing establishments this year. Its 
horses have been sick of have trained off or 
met with accidents and it has been very sel- 
dom that its colors have been in front at the 
finish. Today it looked as if Pepper’s 3-year- 
old colt, Lord Motley, would at last get 
out of the maiden class, for he had a poor 
lot to beat in the opening event at Gravesend. 
The stable connections backed him heavily 
and outside bettors followed suit, the result 
being that he was a red-hot favorite at 4 to 5. 
But bad luck asserted itself again, and Lord 
Motley's backers did not even get a run for 
their money. In one of the breakaways at the 
post Lord Motley stumbled and threw his 
rider. Then he started off at full speed and 
ran three miles before he was stopped. 

Then he was withdrawn, but as he had been 
in the hands of the starter all bets had to 
stand, and thus many thousands of dollars 
were lost before even the flagfell. With Lord 
Motley out of the way, that blue-blooded 
maiden, Silver Fox, by St. Blaize, 
dam Maud Hampton, had little diffi- 
culty in svoring the first victory of 
his career. Blizzard showed the way to the 
head of the stretch, where Silver Fox passed 
him and won cleverly by a length. Glamor 
was second, half a dozen lengths in front of 
Algoma. 

A large proportion of the backers seemed to 
doubt the ability of John McCafferty’s filly 
Helen Nichols to give St. Michael five pounds 
and a beating in the five-furlong scramble for 
2-year-olda, so that, while she was always a 
favorite, her price receded from 6 to 5 to 8 to 
5, while Gideon & Daly’s colt was backed 
from g to 1 down to 9 to 5. McCafferty, 
who rode his own horse, gave the supporters 
of the favorite no uneasiness, for he took her 
out in front at the start and kept her there to 
the end. She won easily by two lengths and a 
half from Courtship, a rank outsider at 15 to 
1, who was four lengths in front of St. Mich- 
ael, the last named having all he could do to 
beat Doctor for third money. 

Reckon and Mary Stone Beat Diablo, 

Diablo having performed so. well of late in 
selling races his owners concluded to try him 
in a second-class handicap and therefore start- 
ed him against Reckon and three others in 
the third race at a mile and afuriong. They 
had so much confidence in their horse that 
they backed him heavily at 6 to 5. A lot of 
public money, however, went on Reckon at 11 
to 5. Diablo was oytepeeded all the way and 
was never a daugerous factor in the race. 
Reckon made ali the running and won easily 
by a length. Diablo could not even get the 
place, for which he was beaten a neck by 
Mary Stone. 

The six-furlong scramble for horses that had 
not won this year brought out atield of thir- 
teen starters, whic very effectually 
kept the talent guessing. They finally select- 
ed the Canadian horse Victorious to carry 
their money, and made him a strong favorite 
at 7 to 5. Addie, who was such a good 2-year- 
old in the West last year that Pierre Lorillard 
paid $10,000 for her. was second choice at 2 to 
1. It looked as if she might at last win a race 
for the master of Rancocas, for she held un- 
disputed command until they were well 
straightened out in the stretch. Then she 
faded away most dismally and Victorious 
the ruck won as he pleased 
by three lengths. Addie died so thoroughly 
that even that famous quitter Sonora was 
able to come on and beat her three parts of a 
length for the place. 

Mike Dwyer headed the big bettors in a 

plunge on Tormentor which forced him into 

favoritism at even money in the heavy-weight 
handicap at three-quarters of a mile. Garri- 
son rode him, but seemed unable to get him 
to fully extend himself until it was too late. 

Byron McClelland’s 2-year-old colt, Evanatus, 

at 44¢ to lin the betting, won at the post by 

a nose from Adelbert, who was overhauling 

him at every stride, Tormentor was a poor 

third, but was coming fast at the finish. 

Masterlode, who was making his first ap- 
pearance ufter a long season of rest, was fa- 
vorite at 8 to 5 for the selling race at a mile 
and a sixteenth and won without being com- 
pelled to overexert himself.

ZIMMERMAN IN FRON 1. 


THE FAST JERSEYMAN WON THE 
SPRINGFIELD MILE RACE. 


Smith Led for Half a Mile and Would 
Have Been Dangerous Had He Been 
Paced with Judgment—Little Bliss Won 
the Two-Mile Handicap and Lumsden 
and Other Chicago Men Rode Wel 
Tyler Lowers the Mile Standing Start 
Record to 2:08 4-5. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 16.—[Special. ]— 
The Springfield Bicycle club played in good 
luck today, for the weather was everything 
that could be desired and the gatekeepers 
took tickets from fully 16,000 people. The 
two big grand stands were packed, and from 
boxes hundreds of ladies witnessed the day’s 
contests. 

The management was perfect. The Chica- 
go men were particularly well pleased with 
Lumsden's showing yesterday. In the mile 
handicap he finished next to Zimmerman. 
When Taylor beat the Jersey boy Lumsden 
thought Zimmerman the man to follow, but 
Taylor slipped through the crowd and away 
from the other two scratch men. Had Lums- 
den “tacked onto Taylor he would have had 
a good chance of beating Zimmerman. Bliss 
was given third in his race, but a pict- 
ure taken of the finish showed him to be a, 
close second to Arnold, while Nelson was 
third and not second as announced. This has 
encouraged the American Ede, as he is called, 
after the famous Englishman who is known 
as the Pocket Hercules.“ 

There was some wonderful speed shown be- 
tween some beautiful racing, the event of 
which was Zimmerman’s win of the mile 
world’s record race, with its $1,000 prize, in 
2:21 3-5. 

H. C. Tyler lowered the mile record from a 
standing start to 2:08 4-5. He was paced by the 
Murphy brothers and A, C. Banker on a triplet 
to the half, doing the quarter in 25 seconds, and 
the half in 1:05. Nelson took him to the 
three-quarters in 1:35 4-5, and Taxis brought 
him home in 2:08 45. He started badly, and 
Nelson slowed him somewhat, otherwise he 
might have made it in 2:08. 

The Murphy brothers and Banker rode a 
half on the triplet in 1:01, and Herman and 
Fuller made a mile on a tanden in 2:17 4-5, 

Nelson Defeats C. M. Murphy. 

At exactly 2:30 the bell bas pore for the first 
race—the mile 2:40 class— at the same mo- 
ment a strong wind began sweeping down the 
homestretch, so that the high gears were de- 
cidedly at a big advantage. The nine starters 
got away at 2:38, Robeson making a lively 

ace in order to get inside the time limit of 

150. At the half Murphy was in the lead, 
with Nelson and the rest close up. The aprint 
home was hot, and Nelson and Murphy fought 
it out. In the last fifteen yards Nelson jum 
along ahead and won by an open length, while 
Wunder was third. The last pear was made 
in 34 2-5 and the mile in 2:34 

The half mile open . — out Zimmer- 
man, Windle, Lumsden. Rhodes, Taylor, 
Taxis, and Campbell. Zimmerman was last 
away and Taxis led for an eighth, when Zim- 
merman and Windle went to the front. Zim- 
merman won by two lengths from Taylor, 
while Lumsden was a splendid third, and Win- 
dle next to the last man, Rhodes. The last 
quarter was made in 29 4-5. 

George Banker led from the start in the 
mile 2:25 class, with Bliss second to the quar- 
ter and Hess to the half. At the turn Dorntge 
spurted to the front and won, Wheeler second, 
two lengths behind, and Wells third. Rhodes, 
Banker, and Bliss fell at the three-quarters, 
but none were hurt. As the time was three 
and four-fifth seconds slower than the time 
limit of 2:38 it was decided no race, 

The half-mile handicap brought outa big 
field, Bliss being the nearest to scratch; all 
were set back twenty yards. Bliss caught the 
field when just past the quarter, but could not 
get through owing to the crowd. His time, 
1:09 2-5, was good, while Nelson, who won by 
a half length, made 1:07 3-5 from forty yards. 
Warren made a good bid for first, but could 
not hold Nelson on the last fifty yards. Stan- 
ton was a poor third, and Van Sicklen behind

Eight men faced the starter for the two-mile 
5:30 class. Wettergreen led away, but all took 
things easily until the half was reached, when 
Campbell went to the front. Mord went up 
at the three-quarters and it was a procession 
to the mile. To the mile and a half Broad- 
head led. Wettergreen wade his run at the 
last quarter, but was not fast enough, and Mc-

Zimmerman Won the Big Mile Race. 

When the starters came out for the mile 
record race they recaived an ovation, for they 
were all cracks. Tyler had not shown before, 
evidently saving himself for this event, the 
first prize of which was a $1,000 team of 
horses and buckboard. Every one of the 
dozen entries faced the starter. The event 
was practically a world’s championship race. 
In the anxiety to see the start several im 
vised seats went down with the crowds. e 
riders were cheered to the echo and it was some 
time before the race could be started. Tyler

DEMOCRATIC NATURALIZATION BU- 
REAU’S ALLEGED PLAN. 


The Republican Canipaign Committee 
Offers $500 for Convicting Evidence of 
Papers Secured for Persons Not Quali- 
fied to Receive Them—Chairman Bade- 

noch Names the Subcommittees—Will- 

iam J. Campbell Heartily Indorses the 

Republican County Ticket. 

The Republican Campaign committee 
settled down to work in real earnest yester- 
day. From information furnished to some 
of the committeemen they were led to believe 
that the Democratic Naturalization Bureau 
bad arranged for the naturalization of a large 
number of Poles, Bohemians, and Italians 
without reference to the length of their time 
of residence in the country or to 
their other qualifications for citizen- 
ship. The information was presented to the 
full: committee, and after considerable dis- 
cussion it was resolved that steps should be 
taken at once to prevent if possible the issue 
of final papers to those not entitled to them. 
It was resolved to offer a reward of $500 for 
information which would lead to the convic- 
tion of any person concerned in securing 
naturalization papers by fraud. But the 
committee did not stop at 
lieving that prevention is better than 
cure it was resolved to employ attorneys, in- 
terpreters, and stenographers to watch the 
proceedings in the night courts organized es- 
peciaily in the interest of the Democrats. 
Some young attorneys have volunteered for 
this work and the interpreters will be retained. 

Arthur Dixon was added to fhe Campaign 
committee by a unanimous vote and Chair- 
man Badenoch announced the subcommittees

The Registration committee was requested 
to obtain, as soon as possible, a list of the Re- 
publican judges and clerks of elcction with a 
view to their revision, to ascertain where va- 
cancies occurred, and to inquire into the man- 
ner in which the clerks and judges performed 
their duties at the spring election. 
Chairman Henry of the Subcommittee on 
Organization will begin the work in the 
wards at once with a view to organization 
and registration. The ward clubs will have to 
attend to the matter of speakers for the re- 
ive wards. It will be a campaign of 
printer’s ink rather than one of ward oratory. 
The committee will occupy its new quarters 
in the Guarantee Building this afternoon. 


THINKS IT A GOOD COUNTY TICKET. 


William. J. Campbell Indorses the Action 
of the Republican Convention.

TAKE OUT THEIR FINAL PAPERS, 


Judge Hutchinson Handles the Cases of 250 

; German-Americans. 

Judge Hutchinson issued their final papers 
to about 250 German-Americans in Judge 
McConnell’s court-room last evening. They 
were for the most part intelligent-looking 
mechanics. They answered the questions put 
to them by Judge Hutchinson and his bailiff, 
John Dwyer, promptly and satisfactorily. 
The greater number seemed to be men en- 
gaged in the furniture factories, wood carvers, 
planing-mill hands, and general mechanics. 
Many of them have lived from thirteen to 
twenty years in this country. About 80 per 
dent of the number produced first papers.

At Philadelphia trade in dry 
goods is the most satisfactory for many years. 
Wool is in fair demand, tobacco improves, 
and trade in chemicals is active, especially in 
disinfectants. At Pittsburg the iron trade 
improves, with ihcreased demand, though 
Bessemer pig is weaker. Window-glass works 
are resuming. Trade at Cleveland is good in 
most lines, with iron in better demand and 
money active. Retailtrade at Cincinnati is 
quiet. At Detroit orders for freight-cars ex- 
ceed capacity for works for months to come. 
At Chicago business increases and nothing 
adverse appears. Trade at Milwaukee is 
brisk and at Omaha excellent. A generous 
fail trade is expected at St. Louis and at Kan- 
sas City business is satisfactory. All Western 
collections are reported g od. Trade at Louis- 
ville is improving, at Nashville fair, and 
Little Rock satisfactory, while at Moutgom- 
ery caution prevails and at Galveston the late 
cotton crop causes slow collection, At New 
Orleans business is only fair and money is in 
strong demand, but cotton lower while sugar 
and rice are active and strong. The demand 
for structural iron is very encouraging and 
plate mills are well supplied, but quotations 
are variable, and bar-iron is unsettled.

IMPROVED TONE IN IRON MARKET. 


Shipments of Ore to Lower Lake Ports 
Heavier than Ever Before. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 16.—The Jron Trade 
Review says of the condition of trade: An 
improved tone and some anticipatory notes of 
a better status is the report from most of the 
iron and steel trade centers of the country 
this week. Most statements about the mar- 
ket are qualified, however, in view of the 
transitional state in which nearly all branches 
of the trade have been since the mill resump- 
tion, and it has been very difficult to sift tem- 
porary conditions from those likely to be 
more permanent. 
Shipments of iron ore to Jower lake ports 
have been heavier this season up to Sept. 1 
than in any other. With the record for the 
whole of last season already passed, in the 
case of the two ports receiving the bulk of the 
ore brought down, itis plain that even 1890 
could not have shown such shipments three 
months betore navigation closed. It would 
be a fair estimate to put the amount of ore 
yet to? come down to Lake Erie ports at 
something above 1,500,000 tons. Rates have 
stiffened somewhat in the week past. The 
fact that elevators at Buffalo are becoming 
well-filled, necessitating a longer wait there, 
put up the wheat rate at Duluth, but there is 
no reason to expect a very long-lived advance 
of the ore rate from this cause. 
The total ore sales of the week have been in 
the neighborhood of 30,000 tons, two round 
lots of second grade Gogebic ores being dis- 
posed of on a basis of 25 cents below last sea- 
son’s prices. The completion of pending ne- 
gotiations for the sale of Mesaba ores has 
been of interest to the trade and there is no 
longer doubt anywhere as to the appearance 
of the new range as an important factor in 
the market the coming winter. The status of 
hard ores, of which considerable stocks are to 
be brought down this month and next, is not 
materially changed. 
The mills about Cleveland are full of work 
and with some of them it will be weil towards 
the end of the year before orders are cleaned 
up.

This 
is from a lady as talented as she is beautiful: 

I cannot help feeling sad to see you start uncer 
such circumstances, but my heart is full of ad- 
miration and sympathy for you. God bless you 
and keep you safe. 

Already the photographers had discovered 
that he was the man of the moment and they 
plied him freely with offers of gratuitous 
photographs of his person in every shape and 
form. Finally he found that when he en- 
tered restaurants the waiters began whispering 
about him to customers. In one iustance 
quite a small crowd gathered outside to see 
him get into a cab. At the same moment a 
large woman flew out and embraced him 
warmly. Then he thought it was time to get 
away from Paris. 

Le Cholerique Volontaire, as the Paris con- 
temporaries generally describe Tus Trisune 
correspondent, is the subject of articles in one 
and ali of the French papers. His experiences 
are the current topic of the hour. As for the 
American and English residents and visitors 
here there is no need to say that the subject is 
with them of paramount interest. Though 
science is supp sed to have no frontiers it is 
pleasant all the same to feel that it is one who 
speaks one’s own Anglo-Saxon and is attached 
to American. newspapers that has taken 
the initiative ia what may prove to 
be as notable a step in the march 
of science as was the discovery of 
vaccination for small-pox or rabies.

British Local Government Board Passes 
a Cargo from Cholera Districts. 

Lonpon, Sept. 16.—A cargo of fruit from 
Hamburg consigned to dealers in Covent 
Garden market arrived here yesterday. The 
officers of the Local Government Board were 
warned of its arrival and at once went to ex- 
amine it. They found most of the fruit load- 
ed in vans going to a factory in the East End 
where cheap jams are manufactured. Though 
it was known that the fruit was gathered in 
districts that are being ravaged by cholera the 
officials decided that as it was sound they 
ec uld not confiscate it. Twenty-six. hampers 
of plums, part of the same cargo, were sent to 
Exeter, wher@they were promptly seized and 
burned by the health officers, who are less fas- 
tidious over the interpretation of legal enact- 
ments when the health and lives of the com- 
munity are threatened. 

The Pail Mall Gazette has been making in- 
quiries as to the date when- the Hamburg 
authorities issued their first warning that 
cholera was in that city. Today the Gazette 
publishes a fac simile of a clean bill of 
health granted Aug. 23 to a British vessel 
lying at Hamburg. This vessel was detained 
until Aug. 27 taxing on board some extra 
cargo, and during the interval .between the 
date of its clean bill of health and Aug. 27 
two of thé crew were attacked with cholera 
and one of them died. Hamburg corre- 
spondence of Aug. 23 announced that there 
had been 126 cases of cholera in the city. 

Havre, Sept. 16.—The number of new cases 
of cholera in this city yesterday was fifteen, 
two more than were reported Wednesday. 
The deaths yesterday numbered three, four 


less than the day before. 


Tan Had, Sept. 16. —One death from 
cholera was reported yesterday in Zwartslus 
and two deaths from the disease occurred at 
Branduyr. At Bleskensgraaf one case of 
cholera is reported. ' 

Maprip, Sept. -16.—The Spanish Govern- 
ment has declared quarantine against New 
York. The official Gazette announces today 
that all vessels arriving at Spanish ports will 
be detained. Persons arriving at frontier sta- 
tions from New York will also be subjected to 
quarantine. 

St. Perzerssura, Sept. 15.—Fifty-nine new 
cases of cholera were reported in this city yes- 
terday against 56 the day before. The deaths 
yesterday were 8,9 less than occurred Wed- 
nesday. the Lieutenancy of Caucasus there 
were 477 new cases and 244 deaths Tuesday. 
The epidemic is still virulent in the province 
of Saratoff, Samara, Simbirsk, Tambof, 
Kazan, Voronesh, Lublin, and the Don Terri- 


tory. 

Vianna, Sept. 16.—The Supreme Sanitary 
Council announces that Austria is still free 
from cholera, and that suspected cases have 
been proved by bacteriological examination to 
be without a trace of the disease,

The Cholera aud Sugar. 

National Grocer, Sept. 10: * It is an ill wind 
that blows nobody good,” and this is true just 
now regarding cholera and the sugar trust. As 
was pointed out in the National Grocer, the 
great shipping ports of sugar from the Conti- 
nent of Europe are those which are now so seri- 
ously afflicted with cholera, therefore there is 
absolutely no fear of competition in pupplying 
this market from that source, even if the price 
of sugar was placed so high that it would pay 
to import refined sugar. We have always 
maintained that the men who are at the head 
of the trust are amongst the shrewdest busi- 
ness men in this country, and they never 
lose an opportunity to make money. They 
immediately put up the price of refined 
sugar, and at this - writi they have 
a margin of over one and two-thirds cents a 
pound between raw and refined. There was a 
time before the trust when the margin was 
less than a cent a pound, therefore the profit 
now must be enormous. In round figures the 
profit «f the trust at the present moment 
must be at least at the rate of over $14,000,- 
000 per annum. That they will be able to 
keep it up to this rate is questionable, 
but that the trust should have the puwer, 
through the aid of the law, to perpetrate such 
an injustice upon the people of this country 
is, to say the least, an outrage of the most un- 
com promising character. 

The trust’s capital was watered to a ridicu- 
lous extent, yet, under the present conditions, 
it is earning at the rate of a 20 per cent 
dividend. It is said that the surplus now in 
the hands of the trust is immense, and if it 
continues for a few years the Standard Oil 
monopoly will sink into — gg a as the 
surplus can be so employed that large divi- 
— on these investments alone will be 
earned.

WHY WAGES HAVE RISEN. 


Calamity-Howling Democrats Have a Hard 
Road to Travel. 

Philadelphia Press: Democratic newspa- 
pers deny that the rate of wages has risen and 
that the aggregate of wages paid since the 
passage of the McKinley tariff has increased 
because ull Democratic papers during a Pres- 
idential campaign are in the business of show- 
ing how poor everybody is and how the coun- 
try is going to the dogs. This preaching loss, 
panic, and bankruptcy is a poor trade any- 
where; but it isa particularly hard road to 
travel in the most prosperous country on 
earth, and just uow, in this current year, the 
only one. | 

But there is every reason why wages both in 
rate and amount should be greater because 
the manufacturing output of the country is 
greater. Nothing measures wages like output 
More cotton cloth, more woolens, more boots 
and shoes, and more pigiron can be made 
without paymg “more men more wages and 
higher and better. There are many trades of 
which this can be found out only as Commis- 
sioner Peck did by sending out inquiries. 
These showed that in 1891, in sixty-seven in- 
dustries covering 1,121 trades and giving 
employment to 285,000 men and women, there 
was an average advance to each one of these 
men and wcmen of 23.11 over the wages paid 
the year before.

crease of wages. The cotton mills of this 
country have taken 2,256,972 . bales 
this year to date against 2,062,528 bales last 
year, an advance of an eighth. The wool ab- 
sorbed by our manufacturers, as measured by 
receipts at Boston, has been for the first half 
of 1892 331,106 bales against 289,437 bales, or 
an advance of one-seventh, Wool sales 
at three principal ports Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia, have this year been 
203,702,678 pounds against 163,915,406 last 
year, an advance of 35 per cent. Imports of 
raw wool for the fiscal year ending last June 
were 148,670,672 pounds, against 129, 308. 648 
pounds in 1891 and 105,431,281 pounds in 1890, 
so that the increase in these imports of wool 
since the year before the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff has been 44 percent, and the 
total increase in the consumption of wool has 
been 10 per cent. At the same time the im- 
ports of foreign manufactures of wool have 
fallen from $56,582,412 in the fiscal year just 
before the present tariff was passed to 385, 
565,879 in the tiscal year just closed, a reduc- 
tion of 4 cent, or 321, 016, 583, all taken by 
home goods. 

Two-thirds of the boots and shoes made in 
this country are manufactured about Boston, 
and the shipments of cases from that point 
are to date 2,469,398 cases, against 2,353,589, 
an average of 115,809, or 5 per cent more than 
last year. The output of pig iron for the first 
half of 1892 was 5,374,943 tons, against 3.772, 
280 tons in the first halt of 1891, an advance of 
one-half. Or take it another way, here is the 
iron product for the years ending each June 
for four years: 

Year ending June, 18922 . 10,876. 118 tons 
Year ending June, 18911. 5,973,533 tons 
Year ending June, 1889 . 9,522,579 tous 
Year ending June, 1888 7,986,999 tons 

As will be seen our pig-iron output is 21 per 
cent more for the last twelve-month than for 
the year before; 11 per cent more than for the 
year before the passage of the McKinley tariff; 
and 38 per cent more than in the last year be- 
fore the election of a Republican President. 

This increase in output and in consumption 
of raw material in four great industries, iron, 
wool, cotton, and leather, must stand and can 
stand for nothihg but an increase of wages 
such as is shown in the figures compiled by 
Mr. Peck, the Democratic Labor Commis- 
sioner of New York.

CLARKE RTAS SAY THAT SHIRK 


BROKE AN AGREEMENT, 


They Claim That Premises at No, 333 Mich- 
igan Avenue Were Sold to Shirk for 
$100,000, Provided He Would Execute 
a Lease to Dr. Clarke, Who Was to Put 
Up a Ten-Story Building, and That Shirk 
Has Damaged the Heirs $90,000 by Al- 
leged Breaking of His Contract. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Clarke, the widow of Dr. 
Franklin D. Clarke, filed a lengthy bill in the 
Circuit Court yesterday against Elbert W. 
Shirk, Frederick S. Eames, and others, in- 
volving premises at No. 338 Michigan avenue. 
Dr. Clarke was the owner of the property and 
in May, 1891, agreed to sell it for $100,000 to 
Shirk, provided the latter executed a lease to 
Dr. Clarke, who was to erect a ten-story build- 
ing by January, 1892. Work amounting to 
$42,000 was done by October, 1891, when Dr. 
Clarke died. Shortly afterward Shirk is said 
to have notified the Clarke heirs that he never 
approved of the plan of the building: that Dr. 
Clarke had not complied with his contract; 
that instead of putting up a building to cost 
$250,000 the work was being done for $125,000; 
and that the lease to Dr. Clarke would be con- 
sidered canceled. Mrs, Clarke alleges that 
Shirk has violated the contract and that the 
Clarke heirs have been damaged to the extent 
of $90,000. She claims that Shirk delayed the 
work by being absent from the city and in 
other ways broke the agreement. She wants 
an accounting, and asks that the lease be can- 
celed and Shirk be compelled to recon vey 
the property. 


UNITED STATES WANTS $50,000. 


Charles Sundberg & Co. and Bondsmen 
Sued for Alleged Debt and Damages. 

The United States yesterday brought suit in 
the United States Circuit Court against Charles 
Sundberg & Co., contractors, and Samuel Two- 
den and Frank Gozolo, their bondsmen, for 80.

OvINIONS OF HUNORE BALZAC. 


The Great French Writer Had Some Pe- 
culiar Notions of Things. 

Miss Wormeley: Balzac said early that man 
isadual being; that man and woman are 
needed to express humanity. He said also 
that the thread of the divine which makes 
man in the image of God is transmitted 
through woman; that she is the soul of hu- 
manity, regaining full intuition of God. Man 
is in himself not man, but male; unable to 
bring his power to bear until he recognizes 
and appropriates her as his soul; through her 
alone he attains to manhood and is enabled 
to act. She is the transmitter of the divine 
influence, the inspirer; he is the worker, the 
executor. It is not until her qualities of en- 
durance, love and intuition are added to his 
qualities of will-force and intellect that he is 
a man at all, capable of any hope or ambi- 
tion beyond the groveling and ing life of 
his threescore years and ten. eceiving this 
impulse from her power is born in him and 
he ultimates this power, this effluence in acts. 

This is no new doctrine. It has existed 
through the ages; for it is the essential truth 
of all things, and the world is out of joint be- 
cause we have drifted so far away from it. 
Each soui is an epitome of it, for sex has only 
an earthly and limited meaning; human 
soul is man and woman both. Once recug- 
nized, and the function of woman admitted, 
there is no height of goodness or knowledge 
to which she cannot raise the man; if only he 
follows her lead and keeps her free from de- 
filement by matter and sense, the direct traffic 
with which appertains to him. In order 
properly to fulfill her function in regard to 
man and attract his gaze upward, she must 
herself aspire continually to the divine spirit 
within her, the central sun of herself as she is 
that of the man; and the clearness with which 
she discerns and transmits the divine spirit 
depends upon her own purity. If, withdraw- 
ing her gaze from it, she fixes her eyes on 
things without and below, she falls, and in her 
fall, takes him with her. On the other hand, 
as soul and intuition of spirit, she leads him 
physically and mentally trom dissipation and 
perdition in the outer and the material. She 
is the vehicle of the divine life; the transmit- 
ter of virtue which is courage, the one stable 
principle of haman evolution.’ 

Much of the misery of the world, possibly 
all of it, is attributable to the ignorance or the 
rejection of this vital truth. e ghastly hu- 


man wiseries which come from what we call 


unhappy marriages are explicable when we 
cousider that the world is practically ignorant 
of this la. A man and woman truly 
love each other and marry: there is every a 
| reason to suppose that a beautiful and 
solid life in common will be reared. It fails. 
Why? Because first the man unconsciously 
looks for this spiritnal power from his wife, 
all the while consciously acting as if he 
were (as he has been taught he is) the 
source of power; and (second) because the 
oman loyally tries to accept what she 
been taught—namely: that he is the source 
of power and knowledge when all the while 
she is learning (unconsciously) that he is not; 
and, third, because she is seldom clear enough 
in her mind tothink but the truth as it is, 
and to recognize early enough her real mission 
—which is (applying what has already been 
said) to transmit illumination and power to 
him, and receive them back from him to put 
into action and use. 

Balzac says: Some persons have imagined 
very erroneously that I belong to the school 
of materialists and sensualists, They are mis- 
taken. I put no faith in any indefinite ad- 
vancement of society; but I believe in the de- 
velopment and progress of individual human 
beings. They who find in me a disposition to 
look on man asa complete being are strangely 
deceived, Seraphita is my answer to this 
accusation.“

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THE HAWLEY CONSUMERS, 


It Has Had Them Put on Some of Its Fur 
aces and Find They Abate the Smoke 
Nuisance — Experiments Now 
Made—What W. L. Church, the Manager 
of the Company, Says in Regard to the 
Matter—Chief Engineer Francis Satls- 
fied with the Work of the Device. 

The Edison Electric Light company yester. 
day began a series of experiments with the 

Hawley down draft furnace at its Adams 


Street electric station. This plant has a bat. 


téry of nine boilers, which are connected by 
breeching with the two great stacks which 
tower up above the Home Insurance Building, 
and which have been a by-word among people 
who have been interested in the Chicago 
smoke nuisance and the efforts made to abate 
it. One of the nine boilers has been equipped 
with a Hawley furnace, and such arrange. 
ments were made yesterday that the six other 
boilers in operation were connected with the 
east stack, while the one with the double 
water grate was directly connected with the 
west stack. Before this any improvement 
which might have been made by the one boiler 
properly equipped was lost sight of among 
the eight others without any smoke consum- 
ing attachments. As the boilers without 
devices were emptying their products of 
combustion into the same flue with the boiler 
furnished with the Hawley furnace, no im. 
provement was noted, and the Edisoa com. 
pany has possibly received morethan its due 
share of abuse and criticism on account of its 


plant. 2 

Yesterday morning the conditions changed, 
however, and while the east stack went on in 
the old way, producing enough smoke to ma- 
terially cloud the entire down town district, the 
west stack was absolutely clean. ‘he com- 

any has not doubted the ability of the Haw- 

ey system to keep down smoke, but its 
engineers have questioned the possibility of 
checking smoke production without impairing 
the usefulness and power of the boilers. The 
tests being made are of the most thorough 
nature, will prove whether or not the out- 
put of the boilers in horse power is decreased 
or increased by the use of the down draft 
system. and will also determine the exact 
number of pounds of water evaporated by a 
pound of coal. The test will determine, in 
short, the increase in capacity and the degree 
of economy in operation. Yesterday Indiana 
block coal of ac =p arate and Illinois cual 
were used. All kinds of fuel are to be used in 
the various tests down to slack coal, costing 
$1.50 a ton. 

W. I. Church, manager of the company, 
seemed quite enthusiastic over the operation 
of the furnace. 

Thinks It a Success. 


„ Woe have delayed making any change in 
our system of boilers until we were assured 
that something practical had been offered,” 
said he. This delay has subjected us to all 
sorts of criticism and abuse, which in a cer- 
tain sense is merited, but the conditions of 
our business are such that nothing else could 
be done. Early in the smoke crusade we 
tested a steam device with unsatisf 
results, as our boilers were damaged by 
operation. We are supposed to have at least 
one spare boiler. All the éthers may be in 
use at any time during the day. e are 
therefore obliged to ejuip one boiler at a 
time. We were convinced early in the crv- 
sade that the Hawley furnace would solve the 
smoke least, but we 
had to that our boiler 
service would not be impaired and that the 
maintenance cost would not be excessive. The 
tests so far have been extremely satisfactory; 
in fact, they have proved far more than was 
claimed by the agent of the turnace. The 
cost of equipment is great, but the increased 
capacity of the boiler service will more than 
offset the first cost in case the tests and calcu- 
lations based thereon are correct. If the re- 
maining tests with different fuels are as satis- 
factory as those made today we will begin the 
equipment of the entire battery of boilers, one 
at a time.” 

R. W. Francis, the chief engineer for the 
Edison company, was eq well satisfied 
with the work of the furnace, although he ad- 
mits that he was not disposed in its favor 
when the idea was first suggested of introduc- 
ing the Hawley down draft system. He, too, 
„ 
ut working power o t wo 
also be reduced. 
We have peculiar conditions to face here 
in this line of work which the public does not 
take into consideration, said he. On a clear 
day, like this, for instance, there ought to be 
no occasion for our produci smoke, unless 
tne firemen are careless, ing, the weather 
changes and the day becomes dark we are 
often com pelled to throw two or three boilers 
into service, and sometimes double our force, 
within a few minutes. This means rapid firing 
and is almost invariably followed by a pro- 
duction of great quantities of smoke. There 
is just one criticism which might be made re- 
garding the furnace, The upper doors over 
the water grate have to be kept open all the 
time, and firemen will find it difficult to stand 
the increase in heat, The cost in maintenance 
for this reason will be rather heavy, but if the 
tests now being made are carried out into 
actual practice this increase will be more than 
offset by the decrease in fuel account. The 
west stack has been absolutely clean all day, 
while the east stack has produced smoke at the 
regular intervals. 
Progress Being Made. 

The tests being made are an indication that 
owners of plants are making some progress 
in their ideas regarding the production of 
smoke. They nolonger question the possi- 
bility of keeping down smoke. Instances 
may be given all over the city where chronic 
offenders against the smoke ordinances have 
been cured by some mech#fnical device or an- 
other at small expense. The question now 
narrows itself down to the economy in opera- 
tion, and the manufacturers of smoke burners 
and consumers will compete in regard to the 
economy of operation which their devices 
promise and the amount of actual work which 
can be secured from plants where their de- 
vices are in use.

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GOLD SHIPMENTS END. 


EXCHANGE RATES. HAVE FALLEN 
BELOW THE EXPORTING POINT. 


Stock Market Was Dull and Prices Rather 


Heavy—A Moderately Large Volume of 
Trade on Local Account in the Leading 


Speculative Markets—Cholera News and 


Frost Talk Again the Chief Factors— 
Prices Generally Show a Gain Over the 


Close of the Previous Day. 


It looks as if gold shipments for this year are at 


anend. Sterling rates are heavy, and quotations 


have got down now toa point where no further 


shipments can be made, and the indications are 
that the rates are going rapidly lower, instead of 
getting back to a point that would start the gold 
flowing again. The offering of bills is heavier 
than it has been recently. both in Chicago 


and elsewhere. Exchange dealers are almost 


unanimously of the opinion that the market 
will steadily decline now until we begin to get 


back some of the gold we have lost. Certainly all 


precedent points toward such acourse. Rates as 
a rule have fallen below the exporting point at 
least two months earlier than this date, and they 


have seldom, if ever before, kept up toſthe export- 


ing point until such a late date as they have this 
year. A certainty that the gold exports are at an 
end will be the must cheering piece of news that 


financial circles have had in a longtime. While 


the extraordinary drain has not resulted in any 
stringency it has been the source of much appre- 
hension. 

People continue to watch the cholera news with 
great care, but there is now little of the blind 


fright that characterized the action of some trad- 


ers when the first news of the arrival of cholerain 
this country was published. It is interesting to 
turn back through the newspaper files and note 
the effect upon the markets of the last cholera 
epidemic, This was in 1866, and the first death 
22 cholera in Chic g occurred about the mid- 
die of August. After the disease was fairly start- 
ed on its ravages and and there were each day 
death notices toa considerable length, little or 
nothing was to be found of the matter in the 
financial columns. The markets were swayed by 
— 2 and by the news regarding an ex- 
uropean war, but no notice at all was 
fe hes of the cholera, and there were no notable 
declines in the prices of securities that were at- 
tributed to that cause. 

Yesterday's stock market was a decidedly dull 
one. There was almost nothing at all doing out- 
side of West Chicago street railroad stocks, and 
there was but a small day’s business in that. For 
once the bulls and bears seemed to agree on what 
they wanted. The bulls wanted lower prices, ap- 
— so they may accumulate stock, and the 


ars wanted declines so they could cover some 


recent short sales at a. profit. In spite of this 
unanimity the market failed to show any special 
decline. The opening was at 190%. It held there 
—— while 600 shares of. regular stock were dis- 
of. Then it gradually sagged off to 188K. 
ot a single sale was recorded at the second call. 
The market appeared tirmer, however, 189 was bid, 
there was little stock offered, and the offerings 
were above 190. The general impression was that 
the bulls endeavored to force prices down on the 
first call that they might execute buying orders at 
lower prices. The selling was chiefly done b oy 
people who hold the most sanguine views regar 
ing the ultimate course of prices. 
ot a share of North Side stock was sold. The 
settlement price was fixed at 237, but there was 
no stock offered down to nearly that figure.

The Phosphorescent Glow to Replace Elec- 
tricity. 

It seems hard to believe that in a very few 
years the incandescent lamp which we now 
regard as, in many respects, an almoat perfect 
light, will be regarded as a crude makeshift, 
which mankind availed itself of while science 
stood on the threshold of the discovery of the 
perfect luminant. Mr. Tesla has shown in 
his experiments an ideal form of electric 
lighting which would transcend in luxury and 
convenience our present system of electric 
lighting by incandescent lamps as far as the 
latter transcends the oil lamps and tallow dips 
used by our near ancestors. 

Every drawing-room would become an 
electric field in a continual state of rapidily 
alternating stress, in which the occupants 
would live, experiencing no unpleasant effect 
whatever, while vacuous tubes or phos- 
phorescent globes and tubes, without care or 
attention, would shed a soft, diffuse light of 
color and intensity arranged to suit the most 
luxurious fancy. 

Mr, Tesla’s watch word is that the phos- 
838 glow is the light of the future; he 

inte at artificial aurora spreading trom the 
summits of towers of hitherto undreamed of 
height, he has, at all events, got so far as 
producing in the air at atmospheric pressure, 
a glowing plane bounded by two rings about 
a foot and thirty inches in diameter re- 
spectively. Whether ali his visions will be 
realized remains to be proved; there is no 
doubt that they are guiding him aright.—

Members of the Committee on Ceremonies 
and the Council of Administration held an all- 
day session yesterday and arranged all the de- 
tails for Dedication day proper, Friday, Oct.

INDORSES THE RELIEF MAP. 


Ethnological Displays That Are Promised— 
Many Valuable Collections. 

Prof. F. W. Putnam of Harvard University, 
chief of the Department of Ethnology and 
Archeology, expresses himself as strongly in 
favor of the relief map of Arizona proposed 
by Commissioner O’Neil from that Territory. 
The importance of the relief map would be 
increased if it should also tell more of the 
story of the ancient ‘builders of the irrigation 
canals and should be ona sufficiently large 
scale to show the location of the ancient 
pueblos, cliff houses, and other evidences of 
old occupation of that region. As now 
planned it is intended to include prominent 
ruins like the Casa Grande, and other ancient 
pueblos, as well as of the cliffs showimg the 
cliff houses and the painted rocks, these sep- 
arate models to be placed near the relief 
map, and photographs of all the ruins 


wall near by; collections of objects relating to 
the prehistoric people and found in the old 


canals also to be exhibited in order to make 
the picture complete. Prof. Putnam agrees 
to contribute $1,000 in the name of the Pea- 
body Museum and to appropriate $2,000 from 
the funds of the Exposition, The State Board 


for this purpose. Dr. Boaz reports from Ger- 
many on the part of the ethnological insti- 
tutes of Berlin that visits to Leipzig, Munich, 
and Vienna have resulted in interesting 
anthropologists of those cities in the plans. 
The Museum of Leipzig will send plans and 
details of their building with casts of valuable

Dr. Max Buchner, Director 
of the Ethnological Musuem of Munich, in- 
tends to exhibit a series of valuable objects 
collected by Spix and Martius in Brazil in 
1825, and, besides, a complete collection from 
Eastern New Guinea and New Britain. Dr. 
Kollman in Bale, will send a series of crania. 
The Imperial Museum of Vienna will send a 
collection of Austro-Hungary phases. Nego- 
tiations with Hamburg and Dresden are still 
pending. Dr. Gerald M. West is nw begin- 
ning a series of measurements on the Chinese 
in his country. The work in Yucatan under 
the direction of Consul Thompson is now fin- 
ished and twenty-eight large cases of molds 
have been shipped to Chicago, while five 
others are still stored in Cambridge. Dr. 
Thompson has succeeded, after overcoming 
many difficulties, in taking molds of a fuil- 
blooded Mala man and woman.

Collector Clark Reaches a Satisfactory Ar- 
rangement with the Treasury Officials. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 16.—[Special. |— 

Collector Clark spent most of the day at the 

Treasury Department talking with Assistant 

Secretary Spaulding about the needs of the 

Chicago Custom-House in connection with the 

World's Fair. He found that the Treasury 

Department viewed the request he has pre- 

ferred as reasonable and would give him 

about all the additional help he asked.

NO ARTISTS’ NAMES YET SUBMITTED. 


Secretary Charles Foster Waiting for Sug- 
gestions for the Bronze Medals. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 16.—[Special, ]— 
Several weeks ago a communication was ad- 
dressed to the World’s Fair directory from 
the Treasury Department suggesting that the 
names of artists or designers for the pro- 
posed bronze medals and certificates of award 
should be submitted to Secretary Charles 
Foster and Director Leech of the Mint Bureau. 
This was done because the law specitied that 
such designs must be acceptable to the of- 
ficials named, and they named for the consid- 
eration of the World’s Fair people certain 
artists whose work they thought might prove 
acceptable, It is — that the contract. 
for making the bronze medals shall be 
awarded to the lowest bidder, as the facilities 
at the mints are not sufficient to justify the 
government in undertaking the work, but the 
certiticates are to be engraved and printed at 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, when 
the designs will also be prepared, unless some 
other course is proposed by the World’s Fair 
management. Thus fat however, nothing 
has been heard froin the Men in charge at 
Chicago, but it is understood that Director- 
General Davis will devote his time particularly 
to this branch of work during his coming 
sojourn in Washington. 


To Purchase Dormitory Stock. 

The Board of Lady Managers for Illinois 
received from the Winnebago County club the 
announcement that $500 had been raised by 
the club to purchase stock in the the Woman’s 
Dormitory Association. Theclub intends to 
give the working women of that county a 
chance to visit the Exposition at moderate 
expense, and it will accomplish this purpose 
through the Dormitory Association.

RECENT WRECK ON ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


The Company Censured for the Bad Con- 
dition of Its Track. 

A man who has studied the motive power in 
use by the IIlinois Central railroad company 
claims that Tuesday’s accident at the Sixty- 
third street crossing is due to the use of switch 
engines for suburban passenger service. 

„Two engines which were originally or- 


dered for switching purposes, he said, were 
put into suburban service and have now been 
in use nearly a year. These were engines 
Nos. 130 and 131. No. 130, the engine which 
was wrecked Tuesday, had been used on short 
runs, stopping at every station. Engine No. 

had f been in use on the train which 
was wrecked, and Tuesday for the first time the 
switch engine No. 130 was put on. 

This engine has six drive wheels. The two 
center wheels have no flange and are flat. 
There are no wheels or support of any kind 
under the cylinder or the head of the boiler, 
because the engine is constructed for freight 
service. The entire weight is thrown on the 
six drive wheels. When these engines were 
put into suburban service all that was done 
was to put a pilot at the front of the engine 
and at the rear of the tender. The engine is 
not balanced, and when runni at a great 
speed it swings up and down. e least de- 
fect in the track, as for instance one rail be- 
ing higher than the following one, will more 
than likely cause the engine to jump the 
track. In turning a curve such an engine 
would be almost sure to be thrown off.“ 

W. A. Sullivan, Superintendent of the North- 
ern lines, said: This was not the first trip 
of the engine on that train. We have used it 
on the same run off and on for two months. 
This engine is what is known as the Hudson 
engine; it has no pony truck or guide wheels 
in front, but is supplied with all the appli- 
ances, as air-brakes, ete., that a passenger 
engine has. The weight on the wheels is dis- 
tributed in a different manner than where the 
engine is fitted with guide wheels, I could 
find no trace-of an obstruction where the ac- 
cident occurred. The only thing that could 
have caused the engine to leave the track 
could have been some hard material, such as a 
spike ora tool, dropped by some workman.” 

„ T. Harrahan, Second Vice-President, 
said that engines like tne one used on the 
wrecked train had been used by other Chicago 
railroads in their suburban business with 
good success. Among the railroads which use 
a similar engine is the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy. In England, where the rate of 
speed is faster than in the United States, the 
engines are built on the same plan. 

The Coroner’s inquest yesterday on the bod- 
ies of John Finn and James Cores, the two 
men killed in the wreck, resulted in a censure 
of the company for the bad condition of its 
track. Many witnesses gave the particulars 
of the wreck, all of which are well known, 
and a number gave evidence of great impor- 
tance as to the condition offthe roadbed. 

J. C. MeMyan, an inspector of railroads, 
was one of the first witnesses. He had exam- 
ined the track, he said, and in his opinion 
there had been a ditch under the tracks where 
the engine left them and that the filling of the 
ditch had not been properly done. He did 
not know there had been such a ditch under 
the tracks. Others did, however. 

Augustus Dolan, a police officer, said that 
before the accident he had seen a sag in the 
tracks where they crossed above a sewer pipe 
that had been laid recently. 

James F. Ryan, special police officer for the 
Illinois Central railroad company, said he had 
noticed the depression of the tracks over 
where a gas-pipe had been laid four weeks 
ago, and that he had seen the rails settle at 
that point when trains passed over them. 

Frank Crose, flagman at the Sixty-third 
street crossing, who had to make his mark for 
a signature, had also secu the tracks settle 
under the trains, 

Thornton Bland, section foreman, said his 
men had raised the track at that point about 
an inch, and had leveled them up last Thurs- 


ay. 

Charles Lodick, one of Bland’s men, said 
the tracks were in pretty good condition prior 
to the accident, but that a few days before, on 
order of Roadmaster Spalding, the track had 
been raised by placing blocks of wood under 
the ties at that point. One side, he said, had 
been raised about an inch since the accident. 

W. D. Dunning, Trainmaster, said he had 
gauged the tracks and found they had not 
spread.

The Dead Force Bill a Mistake. 

Brooxuyn, N. I., Sept. 14.— [Editor New York 
Herald. You may permit the use of a few lines 
in reply to two remarks the Herald makes this 
morning about the communication you do me the 
honor to print simultaneously in your American 
and European editions. 

Have the Republicans discovered, you ask, that 
the Force bill. this obnoxious measure,” is to 
be abandoned as a mistake?” 

The Force bill was overdrawn and yet 
inadequate. It was, in my judgment, as it passed 
the House, too big, and yet without efficacy. 
Senator Hoar improved it in Senate committee, 
and yet there was too much of it. It sorely 
needed simplification. Such a measure was pro- 
voked, however, by the nullification of the war 
amendments of the constitution. I never thought 
it the right remedy, but if the arguments em- 
ployed against it by Democrats in the Senate 
were sound the war was the greatest blunder and 
crime in history. 

The President was bound to support the Con- 
stitution and he included the war amendments. 
He could not flinch from the acceptance of the 
responsibility Congress seemed to propose, 
followed the re — line of duty. 

A statesman takes note of time and circum- 
stance. The President ranks as one of the half 
dozen statesmen in the world. What he says in 
his letter of acceptance is admirably candid and 
thorough. The Alabama election has told the 
wisest of our fellow-citizens of both parties many 
things it is well for all mento know. The Force 
bill never was what it was represented to be by 
Demograts, and the injustice, the inequality of 
citizens and States it was meant to remove are 
evidently in the course of ultimate extinction by 
the Southern people. I refer to the two white 
men’s parties. 

The Force bill was a mistake, and it was so 
simply because there is a better way to secure fair 
play in national elections. It does not endanger 
white civilization, does it, to say that disfran- 
chisement should be taken into account in ap 
portionment?

‘As It Now Stands Eleven Republicans and 


Six Democrats Are Certain of Election, , 


While of the Remainder the Republic- 
ans Have Even Chances in Two and the 
Advantage in the Others—The Nominees 
of Both Parties and the Chances for 

Good Fights. 

Crzvetanp, O., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Congressional situation in Ohio is rapidly tak- 
ing definite shape, and the political complex- 
ton of the next delegation from this State can 
be forecast with tolerable accuracy. With 

few exceptions the contests are not likely to 
be close and one runs little risk in naming, 
even at this early day, at least seventeen of 
the twenty-one men who will represent the 
Ohio districts in the next House. Though a 


num ber of nominations remain to be made 


they are nearly all those of the minority party 
in the respective districts and can have little 
influence in determining the final result. In 
the districts that are doubtful, however, some 
of the most interesting contests of the year 
promise to be fought, and despite the cut and 
dried aspect in many districts Ohio politics 
will likely be about as exciting as usual con- 
gression ally this year. 
The certainty that attaches to the contests 


in more than two-thirds of the districts is 


largely the result of the decennial redistrict- 
ing law passed last winter by the Republican 
Legislature. By it only one Republican 
county in the State, Preble, is placed in a 
Democratic district. All the others are 
grouped together so as to form districts 
that are in the main strongly Republican. 


Under the Democratic gerrymander two years 


ago, passed by the Campbell Legislature, the 
Democrats were able to capture fourteen of 
the twenty-one districts. They had planned 
to take fifteen, but the factional fight in Cin- 
einnati lost them the one they had counted on 
from Hamilton County. This year no less 
than eleven districts can be counted as abso. 
lutely certain to return Republicans, while 
but six are Democratic beyond all question. 
The four remaining are somewhat debatable, 
though every one of them has a normal Re- 
publican majority. It is not unreasonable to 
expect that three of the four will return Re- | 


ever the Republicans may pit against him will 
have a pretty fight on his hands. 


and six Democrats are certain of election. Of 
the other four districts, the Republicans have 
an even chance in two and the advantage in 
the other two. The Democrats can hardly 
hope to get more than one of the lot, and the 
Ohio delegation to the next House will. be 
either exactly reversed or will stand fifteen 
Republicans to six Democrats. 


INSURANCE NEWS. 


The recent page display in the Tren- 
ing Post purporting to be a defense of the frater- 
nal, benevolent, and business aid societies from a 
wicked attack of the reguiar life companies was 
in fact but an attack upon these companies 
by the other side. Many of the regular life 
companies are just as much mutu as 
are the assessment companies and the regular 
companies doing business in accordance with the 
laws of the several States and keeping the net 
value of all their policies on hand in accordance 
with such laws have no thought to attack the 
benevolent societies that Offer a certain kind of 
insurance. All the regular companies mney be 
said to be mutual, although some have a little 
stock, as they return to their policyholders in the 
shape of dividends every year or term 
of years all that is not used up in 
losses or expenses. The cry at the be- 
ginning of the article in question—‘' The mutuals 
are not organized or conducted for profit—profit 
is the sole inspiring motive for the regular m- 
surance companies —is simply laughable as it 
is a notorious fact that in the case of all codpera- 
tive or assessment companies the matter of profit 
is quite as great an item as it is with legal reserve 
companies. Of course no reference is made here 
to benevolent aid societies, which are entirely 
different concerns. The tabular statement issued 
by the Auditor of this State showing the amount 
of mouey paid to members does not agree at all 
with the tabular statement made in the Post. 
That in the Post gives as benefits paid $26,894,794, 
while the total payments for losses and expenses 
are given as 27,506,547. The Auditor states that 
there was paid members by assessment compan- 
ies $10.667,141, and that the expenses to collect and 
pay this out were $4,496,526.14. 


The local underwriters of Chicago are more 
or less annoyed still about the automatic alarm 
business. In the case of the Western Electric 
company notice was served upon it that no rebate 
would be allowed after Oct. 1. 1892, for any auto- 
matic alarm using the open circuit, and conse- 
quently an attempt has been made, which is 
claimed by the company to be entirely successful, 
to change to a closed circuit, and now a rebate is 
asked for such system.

Certainly the agents of a company in any city 


know more about the risks in that city than can 


officers hundreds of miles away. It is greatly to 
the advantage of property owners to deal with 
the agents in the city in which they are located. 
Particularly is unauthorized insurance a bad ven- 
ture. 

Fred B. Carpenter of George 0. Carpenter 
& Sons, the New England agents of the Western 
Assurance, and Emile Weber, the Secretary of 
the Germania Fire Insurance company of New 
Orleans, were in Chicago yesterday. 


It is reported from New Orleans that the 
Firemen’s Insurance company of that city will at 
once proceed to wind up its affairs. Heavy 
losses within a year, added to recent blows, 1t is 
alleged, make this necessary. 


New Orveans, La., Sept. 16.—[Special.]— 
There has been an increase in the rates of river 
insurance on cotton. The increase was brought 
about because river insurance on cotton has not 
proved profitable for two years. The under- 


‘writers found themselves confronted with the 


choice of either raising the rate or abandoning 
that branch of the business. The increase con- 
sists of the addition of five cents per $100 value to 
the existing rate. Some of those interested say 
the increase is not equitable, for the greater the 
relative risk the less the relative increase. If the 
present rate to any point is 20 cents the increase 
is 25 per cent, while if the rate be 50 cents the in- 
crease is but 10 per cent. The proportion of in- 
crease does not correspond with the relative risk 
for the distances of shipment. Irrational as the 
change appears it was the result of a compromise. 
Representatives of some of the companies made 
an etfort for an increase of 25 per cent over pres- 
ent rates. which was successfully combated by 
some of the local companies.

Cat-Tails and Dried Grasses. 


Very little can be made with cat-tails and 
dried grasses, but they can be arranged to 
look very artistic if the base or jar in which 
they are placed has a sufficiently wide neck. 
The idea in the proper arrangement of 
grasses, as of flowers, is to make each one 
stand somewhat by itself, not held in a tight 
mass by a string or the narrow neck of a vase. 
For the grasses, half fill the jar with sawdust 
and then place the grasses and cat-tails in one 
by one, arranging them with the best taste 
of which you are possessed. Such a jar, well 
filled, will be heavy enough to need a resting 
place on the floor or a strong table, but its 
beauty will be preserved a long time if kept 
from unnecessary dust. 

Cat-tails can be employed to make a small 
floor easel or a tall one to stand on a table. 
Two stalks are placed so the cat-tail ends will 
cross just below the brown part, and sewed or 
tied in place. Two others are fastened or 
sewed so their stems lap, leaving the brown 
ends free. This, made the desired length, is to
